ONLY ROOSEVELT 
CAN STOP STRIKE 


Bookbinders in Government 
Office Will Walk Out Un- 
less Foreman W. A. 
Miller Is Let Go. 


OTHER UNIONS TO JOIN. 


Gompers Intimates That Support 
of Federation Would Be Given; . 
More Branches 
Involved. 


Washington, D. C.,' July 22.—[Special.]— 
There is now grave danger of the United 
States government becoming involved in a 
dispute with organized labor, notwithstand- 
ing the pacific utterances of the leaders last 
night, and if President Roosevelt decides to 
retain Assistant Foreman Miller in the gov- 
ernment printing office it is quite certain 
there will be a walkout or strike. 

Officers and members of the bookbinders’ 
union declared today in a carefully prepared 
statement that they will not work with 
Miller, and they have appealed to President 
Roosevelt to rescind his order reinstating the 
‘assistant foreman. If the bookbinders in 
the printing office strike the printers will also 
leave their cases, and President Gompers is 


bookbinders’ version of the dispute ts cor- 
rect that organization will have the support 
of the American Federation of Labor. 


May Reach Other Departments. 

Mr, Gompers would not go into particu- 
lars, but if the strike should take place in 
the government printing office it is more 
than likely there will be a sympathetic strike 
in the bureau of engraving and printing, 
which is absolutely controlled by organized 
labor, and at the Washington navy yard, 
where the majority of the employés are union 
men, 

The committee of labor men appointed last 
night by the bookbinders’ union to draft an 
appeal to President Roosevelt and to pre- 
pare charges against Miller is most posi- 
tive in its statement that the members of 
the union will not work with nonunion labor, 
and, while they assert they are averse toa 
strike, the labor leaders will not hesitate to 
order the men to quit work unless President 
Roosevelt dismisses Miller. 

The reason Miller is obnoxious to the mem- 
bers of the union has been declared to be due 
to the fact that he was expelled from the 
union because in his capacity as foreman he 
devised some machinery which saved money 
for the government but reduced the number 
of employés. 


Deciare Miller Was Abusive. 

From the statement prepared by the labor 
committee it appears that Miller committed 
a number of offenses from a labor stand- 
point other than furnishing information to 
a member of congress showing how the ex- 
penses of the government printing office 
could be reduced. According to this state- 
ment Miller crowded more work upon the 
bookbinders than it was possible for them 
to perform, that he was abusive to his sub- 
ordinates, and in and out of the office he 
abused and swore at members of the union. 
His conduct was anything but gentlemanly, 
it is charged, and Miller was tried for these 
offenses and expelled from the union. He 
also paid a fine for some of these offenses and 
was suspended before being expelled. Labor 
leaders assert that the president does not 
know the facts In the case, and claim that 
when he is acquainted with them he will 
order the discharge of Miller. While they 
express confidence in the president and be- 
lieve he will rescind his former order, at 
the same time the officers of the union de- 
clare in the most positive manner they will 
‘not work with Miller, who is now a nonunion 
man. 
Return May Start the Trouble. 
Miller’s whereabout are unknown, but he 
is supposed to’ be in Minneapolis. Public 
Printer Palmer has hdard nothing from him 
since notifying him to return to his old post- 
tion. It is believed, however, that he will 
reach here shortly and resume his work, 
when there is fear the strike will be called 
unless in the meantime the president has re- 
viewed the case and has decided in view of 
the charges against Miller that he should be 
removed for the good of the service. 

The law prohibiting the summary removal 
of Miller is clear. It provides that ‘no per- 
gon shall be removed from a competitive po- 
sition except for such cause as will promote 
the efficiency of the public service and for 
reasons given in writing, and the person 
whose removal is sought shal! have the no- 
tice and be furnished a copy thereof and be 
allowed reasonable time for personally an- 
swering the same in writing; but no examin- 
ation of witnesses nor any trial or hearing 
shall be required, except in the discretion of 
the officer making the removal.”’ 

It ie claimed by the officers of the union 
that the entire trouble could have been 
avoided if the public printer had discharged 
Miter on the ground of promoting the effi- 
ciency of the service, and if the union had 
known of the intention of Mr. Palmer to dis- 
miss Miller it could have furnished ample 
evidence that he was not a fit person to be 
in the government service. Charges of this 
character have been prepared and forwarded 
to President Roosevelt. 


Gompers Promises Support. 
In discussing the case tonight President 
Gompers was extremely cautious and said: 
‘In every case where the unions were known 
to be right they were upheld by the parent 
body of labor, and if the bookbinders are 
found to be right in the Miller case they will 
be backed up by the American Federation 
of Labor.” 
President Barrett of the bookbinders’ 
union, in discussing Miller's case, said: ‘“‘ He 
has for a long time been a disturbing ele- 
ment, and no union man will work with him. 
We could not, if we would, unless we vio- 
lated the rules of our organization, which 
forbid us to work with an expelled member. 
“‘We make no threats whatever, but are 
unanimous in our intention to support the 
rules which we ourselves have made, and 
we cannot work with a nonunion man. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt is a far-seeing man, and has 
shown himself to be a friend of organized la- 
por, but in this instance an error has been 
made in several quarters. Miller is not a 
fit man for the association of self-respect- 
ing men, to say nothing of his villification of 
his superior officers and his vicious attacks 
on the bookbinders. ‘ 
“He was the personification of deceit, 
talking violently against our union to others 
and upholding it to the members. After re- 
peated offenses of this character we gave 
him a trial and expelled him. His discharge

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BODY OF LEO IN 
SOLEMN PAGEANT 


Impressive Ceremony Marks 
Removal of Remains from 
Vatican to St. Peter’s 
Cathedral. 


PUBLIC ADMITTED TODAY 


College of Cardinals Has Decided 
to Hold Election Under Rules - 
Prevailing After Death 
of Pius 1X.

ROME, July 22.—Tonight the body of Leo 
XIII. lies in state in the basilica of St. Peter's. 
Beginning tomorrow at sunrise the people 
of Rome and those of all nations now in the 
Eternal city will be admitted to pay their 
last farewell. Opportunity for this solemp 
tribute will end on Saturday. 

Until 5 o'clock this afternoon the remains 
of the dead pope lay in the throneroom of 
the vatican, where the leaders of the diplo- 
matic, clerical, and civil world were allowed 
fe pass the bier. The ceremonial tonight, 
when the body was conveyed from the 
throneroom to St. Peter's, was one of the 
most striking of all the obsequies. 

During the day the congregation of car- 
dinals met and decided to hold the conclave 
under the identical regulations which ob- 
tained at the conclave which elected Leo. 

Dr. Lapponi, in the course of the day, pre- 
sented to Cardinal Oreglia a report of the 
autopsy which was held, which showed that 
there was no sign of cancer in the pope’s 


body. 
St. Peter’s Cleared of Crowds. 

Some hours before sundown Bt. Peter’s was 
cleared of idle crowds. The massive doors 
were closed and the throng of sightseers was 
pushed back to the foot of the great flignt of 
circular stone steps. Half a hundred car; 
penters hastily constructed a stout fence five 
feet high to resist the encroachments of the 
crowds which are expected during tomorrow 
and the two following days. The fence ex- 
tends directly across the colonnade, and in 
it are two narrow entrances which will give 
ready means of controlling the ingress and 
egress of the throngs. 


Body Carried from Vatican. 


At 8 o'clock this evening all was in readi- 
ness to take the body of the pope from the 
vatican to the basilica of St. Peter’s. The 
mournful procession gathered arourd tue 
bier, which was gently lifted by the 
“ sediary,”’ who, in the lifetime of Leo XIIL., 
had carried him in the “ sedia gestatoria.” 
The dead pontiff was now clad in all the 
pomp of his holy office. About him had been 
placed the sacerdotal robes usef only when 
he celebrated a grand mass. The vestments 
were those which he wore for the last time 
in life in the hall of the consistory when he 
confirmed the appointments of Archbishops 


REST FOR OLD BELL. 


Ancient Emblem of Liberty May 
End Its Junketing Trips. 


CLAIMED BY THREE WOMEN. 


Heirs of John Wiltbank Say He Took 
It in Payment of Debt. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 22.—{Special.]—If 
any further attempt is made by the city 
councils of Philadelphia to send the old 
liberty bell on junketing excursions, in- 
junction proceedings will be started by the 
lineal heirs of John Wiltbank, who will set 
forth the fact that the bell is not the prop- 
erty of the city, state, or nation, but the 
personal property of the descendants of the 
man who took the cracked emblem as part 
payment of a debt due to him by the city 
of Philadelphia. 

The strange etory behind the claim that is 
about to be asserted is one that lawyers say 
can be amply verified from historical records, 
journals of councils, and the private papers 
of the Wiltbank family. The three heirs who 
are prepared to prove that the old bell is 
their joint property are Mrs. James Mce- 
Cluskey and Mrs, Sydnéy Wright of Ger- 
mantown, grandnieces of Wiltbank, and a 
niece who lives in Brooklyn. 

The task of ascertaining and proving the 
claim, should the occasion arise, has been 
intrusted to Magistrate James E. Gorman 
and H. Gelbert Cassidy, as attorneys for 
Mrs. McCluskey. 

Attorney Explains Claim. 
Magistrate Gorman, in explaining the at- 
titude of his clients, said: , 

** These women, who are prepared to assert 
that the bell is their own personal prop- 
erty, are thoroughly patriotic and have no 
desire to remove the bell from the custody 
of the city. They are fearful, however, that 
in some of the jJunketing excursions around 
the country the bell may be injured, and for 
this reason they are prepared to take steps 
to stop this reckless carting of the belli 
around. 

Took Bellas Part Payment. 

“In the first place, it is an erroneous Idea 
that the bell became cracked in tolling the 
death of Chief Justice Marshall in 1835. The 
damage was done several years prior, when 
the bell was sounding forth in celebration of 
the visit of Gen. Lafayette. The general 
learned of the accident, and not only ceclared 
that the bell should be recast but offered to 
defray the cost himself. The city and nation 
refused, but later the councils made an ap- 
propriation of $11,800 for the casting of the 
new bell. The contract was given to John 
Wiltbank, with the understanding that he 
should take the old and cracked bell fn part 
payment and should throw off $400 from his 
bill. The new bell was cast and now hangs 
in the town hall at Germantown. 

“ Wiltbank, tn rendering his bill, said: ‘I 
will not destroy that bell. Surely some day 
Philadelphia will remember it for what it 
really fs." Wiltbank could have destroyed it 
as a piece of junk had he so desired. The 
metal] was valuable, and the councils in that 
day apparently regarded it as littie more than 
old metal. Wiltbank allowed the bel! to re- 
main in the possession of the city from 
patriotic motives, but he never relinquished 
his claim to it. The claim, of course, passed 
to his heirs, who are now prepared to again 
save the priceless treasure from damage in

She was a remark- 
ably pretty woman and agreeable, and both 
she and he were thorough bohemians. I 
was dining with them and some others one 
evening at Earl's Court. They were obvi- 
ously greatly attracted to each other and In 
a vague sort of way they thought of marry- 
ing, so I took the matter in hand to bring 


things to a practical point. 


Makes the Proposal. 

“*Jemmy,’ I said, ‘ will you marry Mrs. 
Godwin?’ 

Certainly,’ he replied. 

*** Mrs. Godwin,’ I said, ‘ will you marry 
Jemmy?’

“*That won't do’ I said. *‘ We must‘have 
a date.”

They had 
not quite decided whether they would go that 
evening to Paris or remain in the studio.

I happened to meet the bride the day before 
the marriage in the street. 


Buys Her Trousseau.

The funeral today was attended by a nu- 
merous gathering of Americans in London, 
although the public had not been generally 
informed as to when it was to take piace.

The picket of the Noble 
guard and all the clergy of the vatican wear- 
ing their surplices followed. Immediately 
in front of the bier the pontifical silver cross 
was held aloft. Behind the bier came the 
three nephews of the late pope, Counts Ri- 
cardo and Camillo Pecci and Count CanariiL 
The air was heavy with incense from the 
censers swinging constantly beside the body. 
The Franciscan penitentiaries still kept up 
the unceasing refrain of Intercession. 


Cardinals Join Cortege. 

At the hall of Palafraniere the cortége 
came to a standstill. There the cardinals, 
who had been waiting in the hall of the con- 
sistory, took their places immediately be- 
hind the nephews. Their scarlet had been 
put aside for the violet robes, which are only 
worn when princes of the church are ip 
mourning. 

Once more the procession, with the bler 
now flanked by the Swiss guards, moved on. 
After the cardinals came the whole diplo- 
matic body accredited to the vatican and 
the representatives of the Knights of Matta. 
The latter were followed by the marshal 
of the conclave, Prince Chigi, the master 
of the holy hospice, Prince Ruspoli, and 
the commander of the Noble guards, Prince 
Rospighosi, all in magnificent uniforms. 
Then came the prelates of the chamber 
and knights of the cape and sword in their 
medieval Spanish robes. The Noble and 
Swiss palatine guards brought up the rear. 


Escort Fit for Monarch.. 
No monarch was ever followed to the tomb 
by a more imposing array. Led by the car- 
dinals the prelates and clergy recited pray- 
ers and psalms for the dead as they slowly 
entered the Sistine chapel, where the chapter 
and clergy of St. Peter's awaited the pro- 
cession. The latter formally received and 
took possession of the body. The torch, 
mace, and cross bearers started forward, 
giving an opportunity to the chapter to take 
up a position immediately preceding the 
bier. 
The final stage of bearing “ the prisoner of 
the vatican” to his resting place then com-_ 
menced. 
From the Sistine chapel the procession 
wound out around the loggia immortalized 
by Raphael, encircled the court of San 
Damaso, and descended the private staircase, 
still chanting, into the basilica. 
The moment the flaring torches, which 
still led the cortége, entered St. Peter's the 
choir which was waiting there commenced 
to sing in sorrowful cadence “ Libera me 
Domine.” Mer. Carcani, the canon of St. 
Peter's, solemnly sprinkled holy water over 
Leo's body and pronounced absolution. Ag 
it was borne across the threshold the ca- 
thedral choir, still singing, took the lead ot 
the now lengthy procession. The intense 


the chanting which echoed and reéchoed 
from the huge dome and deserted aistes of 
the chapels as the body was borne down the 
nave to the chapel of the sacrament. There 
candles burned brightly. In this “ chapelle 
ardente ’’ the body was reverently stretched 
behind the fron gates and two members of 
the Noble guard took up positions on either 
side of the bier.

The procession then reformed an‘ returned

The body of the dead pope rests tonight on 
the high catafalque, with his slippered feet 
protruding through the gates, to be kissed by 
the faithful when they will be admitted to 
the chapel tomorrow and the two following 
days. 

Ceremonies in Throneroom. 

The first of the great ceremonies of Pope 
-Leo’s funeral commenced this morning, when 
the body lay in state in the throneroom of 
the vatican from 9:30a. m. untill p.m. All 
the diplomats accredited to the vatican, the 
Koman prices, dukes, barons, and other rep- 
resentatives of ancient families remaining 
fdithful to the papacy, all the high digni- 
taries of the church, the archbishops, bishops, 
patriarchs, and heads of the religious orders 
passed in solemn procession before the bier 
of the late pontiff. 


The papal throne had been removed, and in 


ite place, under the famous red silken canopy, 
on a small bed lay the body of Leo XIII. 
Over the bed was thrown a red damask cov- 


ering, on which the body reposed, robed in 


white vestments, with the red rochet and 
ecamauro hood, and on the feet slippers em- 
broidered with gold. 
* The thin hands, clasped over the chest, 
held tightly a small ivory crucifix. Around 
this was entwined a rosary of mother of 
pearl set in gold. 3 

On the third finger of the right hand the 
huge emerald pontifical ring sparkled. 


Face Sunken and Thin. 


In striking contrast with the ghastly face 
Was the purple hood, drawn down over the 
head, almost to the eyebrows and over the 
ears. The sunken cheeks and jaws brought 
the nose and chin nearly together on the 
mouth, which was reduced almost to noth- 
ing. though no sign of agony was visible. 
It was the corpse of a man who might have 
been dead fifty years. 


On either side, near the shoulders, stood a 


member of the noble guard. 

As each lay or clerical dignitary entered 
the throneroom he advanced slowly to the 
side of the bed, took one last look at the 
body. and then withdrew. Some persons 
knelt in momentary prayer and crossed 
themselves. 


Brilliant Scene Outside. 


Outside the throneroom the long corridors 
of the vatican presented a brilliant spec- 
tacle. At the entrance of the court of St. 
Damaso pontifical gendarmes were drawn 
up and rendered military honors as each 
carriage drove in. The diplomats wore full 
uniform and the princes and others were 
dressed in deep black. 

From the St. Damaso court they passed 
up the marble staircase into the Clermentino 
hall, where the Swiss guard was ranged in 
double columns on either side. Next they 
entered the hall of Palafremieri, where 
twenty-five grooms in red livery led the 
Way to the hal! of the Swiss, where a com- 
pany of gendarmes, wearing heavy black 
chapeaus, skin tight white trousers, and high 
cavalry boots, stood on guard at the thresh- 
old of the ante-chamber, containing a pla- 
toon of the Palatine guard. Further along 
they passed through the hall of tapestry 
and the chapel of the pope. The noble 
guard in full scarlet uniforms, glittering 
brass helmets and silver sashes, the latter 
covered with crape, kept the last watch at 
the door of the apartment of their dead 
master. , 

Cardinals Arrange Election. 


In the meanwhile the congregation of car- 
Ginals met in the hall of the consistory under 
te presidency of Cardinal Oreglia. 

At the morning’s session of the congrega- 
tion, when Cardinal Oreglia asked if the 
contlave would be held in Rome, it is re- 
ported that only Cardinals Martinelli and 
Steimhuber objected on the ground of possi- 
ble influence of the Italian government. Car- 
dinal Oreglia, who himself at the time of 
the death of Pius IX. had favored a proposi- 
tion to hold the conclave outside of Italy, 
teday declared that interference by the 
Italian government was impossible, and the 
proposition to hold the conclave in Rome was 
carried unanimously. The congregation de- 
cided that all participating in the conclave 
should not be allowed to hold communication 
of any kind with the outside world. 


How Secrets Were Let Out. 


1878 Cardinal Hohenlohe was permitted 


to have his meals sent from home, through 
which medium it is said he notified Crispi, 
then minister of the interior of Italy, and 
Bismarck about the proceedings of the con- 
clave. It has been decided that the cells for 
each cardinal in the conclave shall be chosen 
by lot. Preparations for the conclave have 
already begun in the Sistine chapel, where 
the balloting will be held. 

It is said that an agreement has been 
reached between the ecclesiastical and gov- 
ernment authorities to have the Italian 
troops enter St. Peter’s should any disturb- 
ance occur during the three days that Leo 
will lie in stat« in the chapel of the sacrament. 

Mgr. Merry del Val has taken up the du- 
ties of secretary of the consistorial congrega- 


tion. 
Hitch in Minor Ceremony. 


While the remains of the pope were being 
carried into St. Peter’s this evening the 
private ceremony of depositing the urn con- 
taining his viscera in the Church of SS. Vin- 
cent and Anastasius was taking place. 

A curious hitch occurred when the solemn 
procession arrived at the door of the special 
depository in the crypt. It was stopped, as 

_the key was not tobefound. The attendants 
hunted high and low, and finally were obliged 
to break down the door. The depository had 
not been opened since 1846, as. contrary to 
custom, the viscera of Pius IX. are at St. 
Peter's. 


The rector of the Church of SS. Vincent and 


Anastasius will ask that the viscera of Pius 
IX. be-transferred to his church also. 


Will Not Yet Opened. 


The will of the late pope is still unopened, 
as proved by the fact that his apartment is 
sealed. Otherwise the objects there would 
have been distributed in accordance with the 
instructions left by him. The report pub- 
lished in the United. States on the authority 
of the Tribuna here to the effect that the 
will had been opened by Cardinal! Oreglia and 
that it showed the pope had left a private 
fortune of $15,000,000 was premature and

Official Report of Autopsy. 


Dr. Lapponi this morning presented to 
Cardinal! Oreglia, dean of the sacred college, 
the official report of the autopsy performed 
yesterday on the body of Leo XIII., which 
was conducted so far a# was permissible in 
connection with the embalming. The report 
is chiefly important in disproving the pres- 
ence of cancer or nephritis. The text of the 
report follows: 

“Rome, July 22, 1903.—Yesterday evening, 
from 4 to 8 the embalming of the body of 
his holiness, Leo XIII., occurred.” 

After giving the names of those who assist- 
ed and those who were present at the au- 
topsy the report continues: 

“We began by injecting into the thigh 
over five liters of special preserving liquid. 
Having opened the abdomen the lower vis- 
cera were extracted and were found to be 
perfectly healthy. The spleén and kidneys 
were also absolutely normal. In the latter 
the cortical substance was well preserved 
and of a pale pink color. After opening the 
thorax it was found that the heart, the 
aorta, and the carotid arteries were healthy 
except that in the archa aorta was found 
an atheromatous excrescence. Nothing un- 
usual was found In the pericardium. 


Right Side of Pleura Affected. 


“The pleura on the left side was quite nor- 
mal. but on the right side the pleura was ful! 
of liquid of an orange yellow color above and 
bloody at the bottom, with a large clot of 
fibrine floating. More fibrine was on the free 
surface of the pleura towards the ribs, with 
a slight scraping of fibrine easily detached, 
allowing a view of the surface serum. The 
upper superior part of the right lung was 
quite normal, but the upper lower part was 
hard and cracked at the touch, and while 
eutting a whitish frothy liquid oozed out. 
The inferior lobe had partly adhered to the 
wall of the thorax, and when this was cut a 
dirty, white abundant liquid, without gas, 
oozed out, showing complete hepatization. 

“ Afterwards the thorax was filled with 
medicated cotton and an antiseptic absorbing 
substance, after which the incision made for 
the examination was sewn up and the body 
put in order. The arrangement of the face 
was difficult, All the memibers of the august 
body weré banded, as in the case of mummies,

KING'S LEVRE IN DUBLIN. 


CEREMONIAL HELD IN CASTLE IN 
IRELAND’S CAPITAL. 


Edward and Alexandra Given Hearty 
Welcome by the Populace — Great 
Namber of Addresses Presented— 
Monarch in Reply Says He Hopes 
His Reign Will Coincide with New 
Era of Peace and Prosperity in Ire- 
land—Maud Gonne Still Defiant.

DUBLIN, July 22.—King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra drove to Dublin castle to- 
day, where they presented badges to the ju- 
bilee nurses and received deputations and 
addresses. The king remained to hold a 
levee, while the queen went to Alexandra 
college. The weather was bright and clear 
and the enthusiasm of the people was exhib- 
ited in every possible way. 

The king, who wore a field marshal’s uni- 
form, received in the throneroom a large 
number of deputations prior to the levee, 
which opened at noon. 


In Sympathy with Irish. | 

Altogether sixty-three deputations present- 
ed addresses. Replying to the Dublin citi- 
zens’ committee, the king said there was no 
part of his dominions in which he took greater 
interest than in Ireland. The queen and 
himself had long been in sympathy with the 
movements tending to advance the social and 
mental well being of the community and they 
hoped now to become acquainted with the 
conditions under which the people lived 
and to learn what could be done to brighten 
the lot of the poor. 

Replying jointly to the other addresses his 
majesty said he rejoiced to hear of the awak- 
ened spirit of hope and enterprise among 
his Irish people, which was full of promise 
for the future. It would be a source of pro- 
found happiness to him if his reign was coin- 
cident with a new era of social peace and 
— and commercial progress for Ire- 
and. 

Notables Attend Levee. 

The levee of King Edward at the castle 
was attended by a great number of promi- 
nent people from all parts of Ireland. The 
streets in the vicinity of the castle were 
packed with people and presented a brilliant 
appearance owing to the passing and repass- 
ing of hundreds of court and military offi- 
cials in full uniform. tee 

Among those present at the levee were 
the Roman Catholic lord archbishop of Dub- 
lin, the Most Rev. Dr. Walsh, primate of 
Ireland, and his secretary. 

After the levee the king returned to the 
viceregal lodge, where he was joined by the 
queen. 

Welcome at Trinity College. 


The king drove to Trinity college during 
the afternoon and received an address of wel- 
come. He was accorded a great reception 
by the students and faculty. His majesty 
spoke briefly, saying he was proud his name 
was on the rolls of the college which boast- 
ed of Swift, Berkeley, Burke, and Gratton. 

Maude Gonne (Mrs. McBride) hung a black 
flag outside her residence yesterday in mem- 
ory of the pope, she said. It was pulled 
down by the police, whereupon Maude 
Gonne, supported by women friends, hung 
out another black flag, and, arming them- 
selves with pokers and boiling water, defied 
the police, who summoned reinforcements. 
But they made no further attempt to haul 
down the flag, which was again displayed 
today.

PLAN FOR PEACE. 
OF WHOLE WORLD 


French and British Statesmen 
Discuss International 
Arbitration. 


SEE A BENEFIT TO ALL. 


Hope in a Treaty Expressed by 
Baron De Constant at Dinner 
in House of Commons. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


LONDON, July 22.—A closer understanding | 


between Great Britain and France, the dis- 
armament of the nations, and international 
arbitration were all vigorously championed 
by the speakers at a dinner given tonight to 
the members of the international arbitration 
group of the French chamber of deputies at 
the house of commons. The visitors, headed 
by Baron d’Estournelles de Constant, ar- 
rived here yesterday. They come to meet 
British parliamentarians with similar incli- 
nations, a plan that was decided upon at the 
time of King Edward's visit to Paris. 

One hundred and fifty members of the 
house were present at the dinner, under the 
chairmanship of Sir William Houldsworth, 
and the gathering overtaxed the big dining 
room of the house of commons. Among the 
British parliamentarians present were Pre- 
mier Balfour, Colonial Secretary Chamber- 
lain, Gerald Balfour, president of the board 
of trade, and Karls Percy, Tweedmouth, and 
Glenest, 

| Has Hopes for Treaty. 

Sir William Houldsworth welcomed the 
visitors and Baron d’Estournelles in re- 
sponding said that rarely in the history of 
the two countries had the conditions been 
more favorable for coéperation for peace. 
Arbitration and peaceful solution of inter- 
national questions, he said, would not be 
only to the mutual interests of France and 
England, but of the whole world. He did 
not suggest a formal treaty upon the pres- 
ent occasion because that belonged to the 
domain of statesmanship, but he expressed 
the hope that much good would result from 
the meeting of the legislators of the two 
countries. 

** King Edward has given the signai for in- 
ternational peace by his visit to Paris, and 
President Loubet had sealed the friendly 
overture by. his sojourn in England,’ he 
said. ‘‘ The fact that France and England 
were now friends afforded the greatest 
relief to the champions of peace throughout 
the world.”’ 


Sketches Plan for Disarmament. 


He spoke of the practicability of the exten- 
sion of the principle of arbitration to the 
colonial policies of the two countries and 
sketched a plan to lead to the diminution of 
armaments. He suggested that France and 
Great Britain utilize the happy moment to 
make the fullest use of The Hague tribunal. 

Premier Balfour, in moving a vote thanks 
to Baron d’Estournelles, alluded to the lat- 
ter’s remarkable and interesting speech 
and the unique character of the gathering. 
As leader of this movement, he said, the 
baron had done more for the world’s peace 
than he had ever done in his old capacity 
as diplomat, and urged his auditors.not to 
allow this interchange of ideals and opinions 
to remain in tht abstract, but to see that it 
extended to the practical business of life and 
to international relations in their broadest 
sense. 

Planned to End Petty Friction. 

He said it is the deliberate intention of 
these two countries to place on a permanent 
basis some organization to prevent the causes 
of petty friction which tended to lead to in- 


ternational difficulties, and that he could as- - 


sure Baron D’Estourneles that the govern- 
ment was determined, if it could, to arrive 
at some practical method to prevent small 
diseases from developing into fatal maladies. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he was one of those 
who believed in the entente cordiale, which 
depends less upon treaties and conventions 
than the mutual sympathy of two peoples. 

“That sympathy exists, and it only re- 
quires occasions like this to call it forth,’’ 
he said. 


Sees No Future Trouble. 


The temporary misunderstanding over the 
south African war having passed away he 
saw in the future no possible ground for any 
serious differences between the two coun- 
tries. 

A telegram was sent to President Loubet 
informing him that his health had been 
drunk amid wishes for the continuation of 
cordial relations between France and Eng- 
land. 

Chairman Houldsworth, in responding toa 
toast to King Edward, said he was certain 
his majesty is in full sympathy with the 
aspirations which led to the meeting. 


UNITED STATES WINS VICTORY. 


Privy Council Grants an Appeal in the 
Gaynor-Greene Extradition 
Case. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 22.—The United States ap- 
peared before the privy council today as the 
petitioner in the matter of the extradition 
from Canada of John F. Gaynor and W. D. 
Greene, who are accused of conspiring with 
Capt. Oberlin Carter to defraud the American 
government in the matter of improvements 
in the harbor at Savannah, and who fled to 
Canada to escape arrest. 

The United States was granted leave to 
appeal against the decision of the Quebec 
judges who refused to grant extradition war- 
rants on the ground that their action was 
illegal. 

While it is not possible to state accurately 
the immediate effect of the judgment of the 
privy council, it is regarded as a notable 
victory for the United States. The case will 
now go up on appeal for deliberate consider- 
ation of all the questions involved, from the 
decision of the single Canadian judge to the 
privy council of England. It is not yet 
known when the case will be heard on the 
merits by that tribunal. 


CHAMBERLAIN FORCES ISSUE. 


Growing Feeling Against His Tariff Pro- 
posals Intensified by Declarations 
of Cotton Trade. 


LONDON, July 23, 3 a. m.—The growing 
feeling in the unionist. party against Mr. 
Chamberlain's fiscal proposals has been in- 
tensified by the declaration of the Lanca- 
shire cotton trade against disturbing the 
free trade policy of Great Britain. 

Mr. Chamberlain, however, is pursuing his 
campaign with more determination than ever. 
It is admitted on all sides that, even if an 
appeal to the country does not come in the 
autumn, nothing can delay it beyond next 
spring. 

The Daily Telegraph publishes this morning 
a sort of semi-official assurance that Mr. 
Balfour will meet parliament next session 
as a premier. This is taken to mean that 
when the inevitable split comes in the au- 
tumn the cabinet will be reconstructed to 
meet parliament, declare its policy, and ap- 
peal to the coumtry.

“OPEN DOOR” 1S IN PERIL. 


PRINCE CHING WRITES LETTER OF 
REFUSAL TO MINISTER CONGER. 


State Department Officials Believe His 
Communication Is a Mere Diplo- 
matic Quibble Aimed at Russia— 
Government Will Continue to Exert 
Its Influence Towards the Opening 
of Manchurian Ports to Commerce 
of the World. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PEKIN, July 22.—Prince Ching, the pres- 
ident of the foreign office, has written 
to United States Minister Conger refus- 
ing to open towns in Manchuria. In 
his letter he dwells upon the impossibility 
of China opening to foreigners towns which 
are not in her possession but which are held 
by Russian troops, and . >ints out the compli- 
cations which would be likely to follow. It 
is believed here, however, that a compromise 
may be reached by including one town—Ta- 
tungkou—in the new commercial treaty. 

Several of the legations here have re- 
ceived Russian assurances for the opening 
of ukden and Tatungkou in Manchuria. 
They have been informed by Mr. Lessar, 
the Russian minister, that the Port Ar- 
thur conference, which decided the ques- 
tion of opening these two places to for- 
elgn trade, also decided, although it was 
Russia’s original intention to build all the 
brdnch lines of the Manchurian railway, that 
owing to a lack of capital Russia proposed to 
invite foreigners to assist in the construc- 
tion of the lines. 


China Receives No Advices. 


In communication with Mr. Conger, the 
American minister, Prince Ching, head of the 
board of foreign affairs, says he has received 
no advices from the Russian minister rec- 
ommending that China agree with the re- 
quest in the American commercial treaty 
for the opening of Mukden and Tatungkou. 
Russia's assurances, on this point are re- 
garded as being even less important than 
formerly, now that it is known they are to 
be given to all countries, while the announce- 
ment that foreigners will be Invited to par- 
ticipate in the railway building in Manchu- 
ria is received with derision. 


Laugh at Russia’s Attitude. 


On account of the arbitrary and despotic 
treatment of foreign enterprises at Viadivos- 
tok ane elsewhere in Russian territory, the 
assumption of proprietorship in Manchuria, 
which is evidenced in Russia's assurances re- 
wording the opening of the ports, is laughed 
at here. 


China Signs Mortgage Bonds. 


PEKIN, July 23.—As the result of pressure 
from the American legation, Sheng Ta Jen, 
the director general of Chinese railways, 
has authorized the Chinese minister at 
Washington to sign the first mortgage bonds 
issued in connection with the Hankow-Can- 
ton railway, action upon which was held 
up because of the alleged objection of Sheng 
Ta Jen to Mr. Gray, the manager of the 
American China Development company. 


Japan Preparing to Fight. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 22.—The delicate but not 
critical situation in the far east arising from 
therivalry between Russia and Japan, involv- 
ing the question of peace or war between 
those powers, is causing no little anxiety. 
The British government foreign office re- 
ceived two or three days ago from the British 
legation at Pekin a dispatch representing the 
position of affairs shows considerable danger. 
Late last night urgent cable dispatches were 
sent the British chargé d'affaires at Pekin. 

Investigations from well informed quarters 
in London confirm the statements that Japan 
is firmly determined to oppose to the utmost 
of her ability what she regards as Russia's 
aggression in Corea, for it is there rather 
than at Manchuria where Japan’s sensibili- 
ties are touched. Russia's operations in the 
timber forests of the Yalu valley, though es- 
tensibly of a commercial purpose, are viwed 
in a different light in Tokio, where it is re- 
garded as a definite military occupation, and 
rather than acquiesce in such a situation 
Japan is prepared to go to war. She is not 
disposed to carry on a diplomatic correspond- 
ence an unlimited time, felling herself ready 
to put the matter to a final test of arms. 

No cgnfirmation can be obtained of a rumor 
current here to the effect that in the event 
of certain circumstances arising in the far 
east the United States squadron now at Lis- 
bon will.go to Chinese waters by way of the 
Suez canal. 


No Advices at Washington. 


‘Washington, D. C., July 22.—Inasmuch as 
the Chinese government recently has ex- 
pressed its willingness to yield to the desires 
of the United States for open ports in Man- 
churia, the officials here are at a loss to 
understand the communication sent by Prince 
Ching to Minister Conger refusing this con- 
cession. 

They have received no advices on the sub- 
ject. The importance of the communication, 
if it accurately reflects the attitude of the 
Chinese government, is fully realized in 
Washington. However, impressed with the 
heretofore expressed willingness of China 
to open Manchurian ports, reinforced by the 
assurances given to this government by 
Russia along the same lines, the officials 
continue firm in their belief that the situa- 
tion ultimately will be clarified and the ef- 
forts of the United States be rewarded. 

In some quarters the objections urged to 
the opening of ports in Prince Ching’s com- 
munication are regarded as a mere diplomat- 
ic quibble designed, perhaps, to placate Rus- 
sia. No matter what fresh obstacle may 
intervene, our government, firm in the con- 
viction that the principle of the open door in 
China should be enjoyed by all nations, will 
continue to exert its influence in that direc- 
tion. 


LORD ROBERTS WILL NOT COME. 


Cabinet Vetoes His Request to Visit the 
United States, Seying He Is Needed 
in England.

LONDON, July 22.—The cabinet vetoed the 
proposed visit of Field Marshal Har! Roberts 
to the United States next fall. This decision 
was taken reluctantly, but owing to stated 
urgent questions relating to army reforms 
in the campaign in Somaliland the govern- 
ment regarded the commander in chief's 
presence in England as indispensable.

NORCROSS BROS., BOSTON, BUILD- 
ING CONTRACTORS, FAIL. 
Total Indebtedness Estimated at $500,- 
000—Have Contracts Outstanding 
for $9,000,000, of Which $3,000,000 
Has Been Spent in Erecting Large 
Structures in Several Uities— 
Troubles Laid to Tight Money and 

Labor Disturbances. 


Bostom Mass., July 22.—[{Special.]—The 
Norcross Bros. company, big contractors and 
builders of Boston and Worcester, have gone 
into the hands of receivers. The receivers 
were appointed by Judge Brown in the 
‘United States Circuit court this afternoon. 
and are William D. Luey, president of the 
First National bank of Worcester, and Frank 
B. Smith, a Worcester lawyer. They are 
authorized and directed to carry on the 
business and are to furnish a bond for $100,- 
000. 
Their appoitment is the result of a suit 
brought by Walter S. Manchester and James 
S. Hudson of the firm of Manchester & Hud- 
son of Providence, and Wells & Newton of 
New York, two small creditors, against the 
company, which, together with several 
Worcester banks, also creditors of the de- 
fendants, consented to the appointments. 


Have Big Contracts. 


The*Norcross company is alleged to have 
outstanding contracts to the amount of 
$9,000,000, on which it has already expended 
$3,000,000, Besides $2,200 that they owe to 
Manchester & Hudson and $7,559.20 to the 
Wells & Newton company, it is alleged they 
have an indebtedness exceeding $0,000 due 
on merchandise and negotiable paper. 

The bill further alleged that the concern 
is unable to meet its obligations as they ma- 
ture, and receivers are sought to conserve 
the property and asSets for the benefit of all 
the creditors.

The Norcross Bros. company ranked 
among the leading building concerns in the 
country, and its large ,credit enabled it to 
do an exhaustive business on a comparative- 
ly small capital.

Mayor Reads Merit Board Cen- 
sure and Gives Health Offi- 
cer a New Chance. 


PUTS BLAME ON YOUNG. 


Jnquiry Findings Charge Grogs 
Laxity in Management of 
the Department. 


Mayor Harrison read the civil service com- 
mission's arraignment of the city health de- 
partment yesterday afternoon and then an- 
pounced that he would retain Dr. Arthur 
Reynolds as chief of the department. At the 
same time he warned Dr. Reynolds to pay 

more attention to the sanitary inspection 
bureau. 

Practically, the mayor puts the sanitary 
inspectors, and through them the commis- 
sioner, on probation, expecting them to recti- 
fy the faults found by the merit board. The 
mayor offsets against these faults the recog- 
nized services of the health department in 
other branches. 

“I do not offer any apologies for the laxity 
of the work of the sanitary inspection bu- 
reau, and it ought to be braced up,” the 
mayor said. “If the’ men at the head of 
that bureau cannot conduct it properly Dr. 
Reynolds will have to let them out.. The 
criticism that cases are staid and nothing 
comes of them and that when a case is set- 
tled they mark it ‘abated’ and do not say 
how it was disposed of are valid. 


Blames Chief Inspector. 


“The person responsible for the bureau js 
yot Dr. Reynolds, but the individual in 
wcharge of the bureau primarily, Capt. An- 
drew Young. He should manage the bureau. 
if Dr. Reynolds cannot cause him to do this 
then will ke the time to talk of the disposition 
of Dr. Reynolds. 

“ Dr. Reynolds may be subject to some crit- 
icism for not having instituted as perfect 
discipline in the bureau as he might have 
done, but the work done in other depart- 
ments under his charge, in my opinion, out- 
weighs the shortc ngs in the sanitary in- 
spection bureau. However, it will be just 
as well for him from now on to pay more at- 
tention to that bureau.”’ 

The mayor said also that he regarded Dr. 
Reynolds as in many ways the bést health 
commissioner the city ever had and be- 
lieved he could be trusted to put in force the 

reforms the commission had pointed out as 
necessary. - 

Dr. Reynolds said he had no present inten- 
tion of resigning and declined for the present 
© discuss the report of the commission. — 


Findings of Merit Board. 


The report of the civil service commission, 
which concludes with a statement of the 
importance to the community of a well con- 
ducted health department, finds: 

That there is either an unintelligent direction of 
the important work of the department, or an in- 
tentional effort to leave the records in such an in- 
complete shape it would be impossible to-place 
responsibility where it belongs. s 

That the conditions which have been allowed to 
‘prevail have demoralized not only the official force 
of inspectors but the general public, in that citizens 
have been taught to believe the laws could be 
evaded if proper influence were used. 

That in some cases where the inspectors do their 


, duty the methods of the department thwart ef- 


Yective work in that fines are remitted for insuffi- 
cient reasons. 

That for “‘ the mischievous policy of delay and 
concession'’’ shown by the stay book the head 
of the department must be held responsible.’’ 
**In him,’’ 
of continuing and creating policies relating to 
the work of the department. It will not do to say 
these practices have been inherited, for it is the 
duty of an able and intelligent director to change 
policies if they are objectionable.”’ 

“We desire to say,’’ interpolates the com- 
mission, ‘“‘that during the investigation no 
evidence came to our knowledge or was of- 
fered or submitted to show that the negli- 
gence or laxity of the department or its em- 
ployés was brought about or caused by 
bribery or corruption.’’ 

The department is blamed, however, for, 
after having asked for an investigation, plac- 
ing all the obstacles possible in its way, to 
the extent even of trying to prevent its em- 
ployés from testifying. 


Findings from the Evidence. 


The evidence heard by the commission was 
entirely as to sanitary conditions in the 
Nineteenth ward, largely submitted through 
Hull house efforts, and as to the facts the 
report finds: 

‘During the latter part of 1902 and the 

early part of 1003, numerous complaints were 
made to the health department whigh did not 
receive such attention as was demanded by 
their character. 
"Tt appears that the epidemic of typhoid 
fever @uring 1902 was particularly severe 
in the locality above mentioned. Inyiew of 
this fact, the laxity of the health department 
in reference to these complaints seems most 
extraordinary. 

* Complaints made to the department are 
not, at the time they are received, entered in 
any permanent record, but they are distrib- 
uted in the boxes of the various inspectors, 


who then sort them over and reject such as } 


they see fit to reject, making investigations 
of the remainder. These latter aré entered in 
& permanent record book, 

“When a complaint is turned over to an 
Mspector there is no system by which the 
Work of the inspector is supervised. It is 
Wholly within the discretion of the inspector 
Whether the nuisance complained of is 
Bbhated within six days or six months, or 
whether it is abated at all. eae 


Abuses of the “Stay Book.” 


“ The ‘stay book’ shows that after prose- 
cutions have been begun action is staid at 
the discretion of almost any one connected 
with the department, not of one responsible 
officer, and there is no supervision of a case 
after it is staid, so that in most cases where 
a stay is ordered it is an equivalent to a nul- 
lification of the complaint. 

“Not only have a number of people in the 
department the authority to grant stays but 
these officials act in most instarices at the 
suggestion of persons wholly outside of and 
in no way connected with the department.” 


Public Health vs. Rents. 


The contention of the department that the

“ The people who own the poorest property

DEATH OF CHICAGO MAN IS QUICK- 
LY AVENGED. 


H. J. Hubert, Who with Five Other 
Whites Occupied Cat Island, Ark., 
with Black Population of 2,000, Is 
Slain by Three Colored Employes— 

One Hang to a Tree, Second Shot and 
Body Left—Police Hunt Third—Re- 
ward Offered. 


Memphis. Tenn., July 22.—[Special.]—Two 
negroes pald summary penaltv Monday night 
on Cat island, Ark., thirty miles below Mem- 
phis, for the assassination of H. J. Hubert, 
formerly of Chicago. Hubert wae one of 
six white men living on Cat tsland, where 
some 2,000 negroes are employed on the plan- 
tations. 

Mr. Hubert had a dispute on Saturday with 
three negroes about the accounts at the com- 
missary. Later they waylaid him and shot 
and knocked him in the head. An officer ar- 
rested Jack Gilbert, one of the negroes, on 
Monday and was waiting at the landing to 
carry him to Marion, the county seat. Five 
men heavily armed took Gilbert from the 
officer, compelled him to ride a mule to a 
prominent place in the road, tied one end of 
a rope about his neck, the other end to a 
limb, and drove his horse ahead. The body 
remained there until today. 


Shoot Negro and Leave Him. 


A posse of five chased another negro im- 
plicated in the killing, whose name is not 
known. He ran, into a thicket and as he 
did so his.,body was riddled with bullets and 
left where it fell. The third negro is sup- 
posed to be in Memphis and officers are now 
seeking him. They are to get a reward of 
£100 if he is placed on a steamer bound for 
Cat island.’ cording to present plans, he 
will be lyncheA as soon as he lands. 

Mr. Hubert’s remains were brought here 
today by R. N. Murray, a brother of Mrs. 
Hubert, and the body will be sent to Nash- 
ville, Mrs. Hubert’s home, tomorrow.

FAVORITE SONS WILL TRY TO 


Local Candidates Will Be ae Out 
to Capture Delegates, Which at the 
Proper Moment Will Be Turned Over 
to the Governor—One Is Expected to 
Be Announced at Peoria in a Few 
Days—Executive Fears Strength of 
Charles 8S. Deneen.

A num- 
ber of the big place holders are expected to 
be on hand to extend him a welcome, and it 
is understood that Col. Joseph H. Strong is 
arranging a luncheon in honor of the gover- 
nor’s return home from Europe at the Audi- 
torium Annex. 

Only such members of the governor's of- 
ficial family as are willing to assure him that 
he can be renominated and who will be pre- 
pared with “satisfactory ’’ reports of the 
situation will have seatsatthetable. ‘“ Dis- 
loyal"’ appointees, known to be in the 
* boosting ’’ service of other candidates, are 
not wanted. 


Scheme to Fool the People. 


During the lunch Gov. Yates will listentoa 
detailed narrative of everything pertaining 
to the governorship campaign that has de- 
veloped since he left the state. The plans of 
his own campaign will be discussed and in 
the event that he did not know it before going 
away, the ‘‘ stalking horse ’’ feature will be 
revealed to him. 

There are large communities. throughout 
Illinois in which the anti-Yates feeling is so 
much stronger than the “ favorable ’’ senti- 
ment that the governor's lieutenants admit 
the uselessness of trying to make a fight di- 
rectly in his behalf, but they figure on fooling 
the people through favorite son loyalty. 
The local candidate for governor will try to 
secure the delegates, and if successful he 
will, after one or two ballots in the nominat- 
ing convention turn them over to Yates.

The real purpose was to have been 
kept within the knowledge of the small 
Yates circle. The information conveyed to 
the rank and file would carry theidea that so 
long as a county or district has a candidate 
of its own in the running indorsement of 
Yates or any other aspirant could be pre- 
vented. 


Yates Afraid of Deneen.

OLD NEGRO CARRIER DEAD 


KNOWN IN CITY’S BLACK BELT AS 
A MILLIONAIRE. 


Twenty Years in the Postal Service, 
M. F. Butler Is Believed by His Col- 
ored Admirers to Have Left a For- 
tune, but the Whereabouts of the 
Money Is a Mystery—Without Known 
Relatives and with Few Close 
Friends, He Left No Will. 


“Wha’ d’yo spose he done kep’ it all, 
honey?’ 

“Safety ‘posit box, 0’ cohse—all dem mil- 
lionaires does."’ 

*** Posit box, nuthin’; dat chile—he done 
buried it, Ah’ll bet.’’ 

There was great excitement in the black 
belt last night when it became known that 
M. F. Butler, the old colored man who had 
been known for twenty years as the “ mil- 
lionaire letter carrier,’’ was dead. The ven- 
erable negro, who was known toevery board 
of trade man, he having collected mail in 
Jackson boulevard and La Salle street for 
the last ten years, died Tuesday night at the 
Lakeside hospital, aged 71 years. 

Butler lived in the hotel above Sam Snow- 
den’s saloon, the Keystone, at 3022 State 
street. He had been in Chicago twenty-five 
years, and was known throughout the negro 
colony as a dandy andarichman. He had 
no relatives, and so far as South State street 
re! been able to learn, the old man left no 
will. ‘ 

Location of His Money a Mystery. 


Where he kept the money he is said to have 
amassed, and what he ever meant to do with 
it, is troubling many a kinky-hai head 
south of Twenty-sixth street. Sam Snowden 
was the only intimate the “ millionaire ”’ 
ever had, and just now that particular power 
of the black belt is kept busy standing at 
his bar and assuring the anxious ones that 
he doesn’t know where the treasure is buried, 
if it’s buried at all. 

Butler came to Chicago from Ohio in 1878. 
He was born north of the Mason and Dixon 
line, and had nothing of the plantation type’ 
about him. He was early known as a 
“northern swell”? on account of his dress 
and carriage. He secured his appointment 
in the postal -service Oct. 1, 1881, on the 
recommendation of Gen. John A. Logan. 

At first he was a carrier in Grand boule- 
vard about Thirty-ninth street, where he is 
remembered to this day as the special patron 
of the children who used to troop at his 
heels as he distributed the mail. About ten 
years ago his eyesight gave out, and then he 
was transferred to the Board of Trade dis- 
trict as a collector. 

Wealth Estimated at $10,000: 

Butler was sober, industrious, and saving. 
It is thought that he died possessed of about 
$10,000, but Just what he did with it no one 
seems to know. His room was furnished 
almost luxuriously and his clothes were al- 
ways of the latest mode. 

A few months ago the old man injured his 
foot, and last week he was taken to the hos- 
pital suffering from blood poisoning as-a 
result of the wound. The funeral will be 
held tomorrow, probably from one of the 
negro churches. 


THOUSANDS SEE SHAM BATTLE. 


Chicago Boys Fire 50,000 Rounds of 
Ammunition and Dynamite a 
Temporary Bridge. 


Springfield, Ill., July 22.—[Special.]—Fifty 
thousand rounds of ammunition were fired 
in the battle exercises at Camp Lincoln this 
afternoon. The sound of firing and the blow- 
ing up of a bridge between the camp and 
rifle range over a small creek made the bat- 
tle look realistic to several thousand peo- 
ple, who. viewed the battle from the hills 
where general headquafters was located in 


Maj. Garrity, comman@ing the Third bat- 
talion, defended the rifle butts against an 
attack by the First and Second battalions, 
commanded by Maj. Stansfield. The capture 
and holding of the bridge across the creek 
was the strategic point. By an unexpected 
plunge of a part of the attacking force into 
the creek part of the ammunition which the 
defense expected to use to blow up the bridge, 
if necessary, was captured. The defense 
succeeded in blowing up one end of the 
bridge before the soldiers crossed the stream. 
The officers’ school will determine which 
side won the fight. 

Preparations are complete tonight for 
Governor's day exercises tomorrow and the 
grand military ball in the evening.

ONLY PRESIDENT CAN SsTOP 
STRIKE ON GOVERNMENT. 


Bookbinders in Washington Office Will 
, Walk Out Unless Assistant Foreman 
W. A. Miller Is Dismissed — Other 
Unions to Join Action and Gompers 
Intimates Federation of Labor 
Would Lead Support — More 
Branches Involved.

came as a sequence of that expulsion. There 
is only one way in which peace in the bindery 
can be maintained, and that is the dismissal 
of Miller. He has been reinstated now and 
will have to be discharged again. This we 
ask the president to do, and it seems but 
just that a man of the character of Miller 
should be prohibited from business or per- 
sonal association with decent men. 

“In the extreme event that we are com- 
pelled to walk out, we will be supported by 
the allied branches of our trade. We would 
regret most deeply to have to resort to such 
action, but we cannot and will not work 
with W. A. Miller.”’ 

The statement prepared by the committee 
appointed last night, and which practically 
covers the charges forwarded to the presi- 
dent. is substantially as follows: 

“The trouble between the local book- 
binders’ union and W. A. Miller was orig- 
inated by the charge being made against 
him, this charge having been taken under 
consideration by the committee empowered 
by the union to adjust all differences arising. 


Term His Acts Contemptible. 


“That Mr. Miller had cheapened any class 
of work for the government and the cheap- 
ening of the same was the cause of his sus- 
pension first and expulsion later from the 
union {s not true. His methods were the 
most unbusinesslike of any foreman ever 
in the office and the tactics that he adopted 
in punishing the men under him were of the 
most contemptible nature. 

“Tt was his custom to go to one employé 
and criticise in scurrilous and obscene lan- 
guage In public places the acts of another. 
His continued bitter attacks on the men 
caused a feeling of distrust as to the per- 
manency of our positions there. 

“The first charge against Miller was due 
to the treatment of those working under him 
and not to the cheapening of the work in 
the printing office. He was given a copy 
of these charges and afforded an opportunity 
to acquit himself. In explanation of these 
charges it may be said that as an instance 
of his demands upon the men he insisted that 
they complete from twelve to fourteen books, 
when our task had previously been placed 
on the schedule of the union at ten books 
per day. He was told that in order to get 
the men to try to do this task he must con- 
fer with the arbitration committee and they 
would determine what we should do. He 
refused to do this and kept up his violent 
abuse of men and union, insisting that his 
orders be obeyed, even to the extent of our 
violating our constitution. 


Did Not Offer Defense. 


* He did not appear before the society and 
plead in his own defense, but secluded him- 
self in nearby saloons, where he first heard 
the result of the verdict against him. The 
charges preferred were sustained by an al- 
most unanimous verdict of the organization. 

* He was suspended from Local Union No. 
4 for fifteen days, and the officiais of the 
printing office were notified. They advised 
him to take a vacation for that length of 
time, which he did. The public printer then 
removed him to the supervision of another 
division, where he at once began to curse 
and villify all the officials of the bookbind- 
ers’ union, the highest officials of the govern- 
ment printing office, and to threaten the 
men under him with all that his power and 
hatred could infilct. His course of slander 
of the unton of which he was a member and 
his repeated efforts to injure the best tnter- 
ests of the members became so serious that 
the arbitration committee was compelled to 
take cognizance of the matter. 

** Witnesses were examined, and Miller was 
also summoned to appear in his own behalf. 
He took no notice of this summons and was 
again notified, and, as the constitution makes 


.it obligatory upon all members to answer 


the summons of the arbitration committee 
and failure to obey subjects the delinquent 


$5 each were imposed. 

“The result of the examinations of wit- 
nesses before the arbitration committee was 
cf such a grave nature that charges were 
formally preferred against him by the com- 
mittee. A trial committee was appointed 
by President Barrett, and Miller was given 
an opportunity to object to any member 
thereof. 

“ There was a prosecuting officer for the 
union, and Miller was notified of this and of 


his right to secure two members of the union 


to represent. him at the trial. He was ac- 
corded every right under the constitution 
of an haustive, fair, and impartial trial, 
and on “this occasion it is to be noted that 
he appeared in his own defense. 

“The result of this investigation was 
placed before the union and proven beyond 
the shadow of a doubt. He had used the 
vilest and most obscene language against 
the members of the union and the officials of 
the government printing office: he had at- 
tempted to influence legislation by report- 
ing to members of congress that the men 
at the office were not doing as much work 
as they should do; he was found to have se- 


and to have given them to a member of con- 
gress to further his own ends, and numero:js 
other crimes against the organization of 
which he was at that time a member. 


No Alternative but Expulsion. 

“There was no alternative but to expel 
him from the international brotherhood, and 
this was done. i 

**We desire it to be understood that the 
union never requested his discharge from the 
service of the government, but we do wish 
to make it plain that our constitution forbids 
us to work with a man who has been ex- 
pelled from our ranks." 


WILL SELL SPANISH COIN. 


War Department Instructs Gov. Taft to 
Accept the Bid of 
$131,582. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—The war de- 
partment has directed Gov. Taft to accept tho 
highest bid, amounting to $131,582, for the 
subsidiary Spanish coin which was found in 
the treasury at Manila when the place fell 
into the hands of the Americans. This is 
about helf the face value of the coin, and it is 
said that the purchasers, if the sale is com- 
pleted, expect to make a handsome profit 
through the shipment of the coin to some of 
the South American republics where it is 
current. 


WAS FINANCIER ON SMALL PAY. 


Confidential Clerk of Buffalo Firm Who 
Embezzled Nearly Half Million Re- 
ceived $62.50 a Month. 


Buffalo, N. Y., July 22.—[{Special.]—Frank 
J. La Boundie, the confidential clerk who 
embezzled hundreds of thousands of dollars 
from his employers, Wilson & Smith, to pro- 
mote financial schemes of his own, received 
as wages from them $62.50 a month, accord- 
ing to statements made today. 

Mrs. La Boundie made a statement today 
in behalf of her husband in which she dc- 
clared he had restored $80,000 of the money 
he had “borrowed” from their treasury 
before he was detected. She declared his 
operations were on a more extensive scale 
than has been admitted so far, approaching 
the half million mark. 

“Since the begirining of the investigation 
he has turned over to the firm of Wilson & 
Smith property that aggregates in value not 
less than $400,000,"’ she said. “* He did every- 
thing in his power to straighten out affairs, 
and he intends to continue to do so. When 
all is over Wilson & Smith will be able to 
realize a profit of at least $100,000 from the 
operations of a man who was insane on the 
subject of real estate speculations and whose 
mental derangement was due entirely to be- 
ing overworked.”

ANOTHER POSTAL 
OFFICIAL OUSTED 


Charles Hedges, Superintend- 
ent of City Free Deliveries, 
Accused of Fraud. 


FALSIFIED HIS DIARY. 


Claimed Traveling Per Diem of 
$4, Per Day While He Was at 
Washington Headquarters. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—[Special.)— 
Charles Hedges, superintendent of the free 
delivery in the postoffice department, was 
remeved today on the charge of falsifying his 
diary and loaning his traveling commission. 
Ervin H. Thorpe is acting in his place. ‘ 

The following is the official statement of 
the case made public today by Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Bristow: 


the office of superintendent of free delivery 
for falsifying his diary and loaning his 
traveling commission, He represented him- 
self at various places on public business 
when in fact he was not in those places on 
the dates mentioned, but elsewhere, in some 
instances hundreds of miles distant. On 
Oct. 25, 1900, he states under oath, in his 
diary, that “he was at Joplin, Mo., on *‘ ex- 
tension of free delivery service,’ when In fact 
he was in Mansfield, O., attending the fu- 
neral of former Secretary John Sherman. 


‘Wrong Entry in December, 1899. 
**On Dec. 7, 1899, he reports himself at San 
Antonio, Tex., ‘investigating carriers’ serv- 
ice,’ while, in fact, he was in Mexico exam- 
ining mining property. In the month of Oc- 
tober, 1899, A. W. Machen, superintendent of 
free delivery, was sick with typhoid fever, 


superintendent. 

‘‘In his diary he states, under oath, that he 
was at various places—namely: New York, 
Philadelphia, Bridgeport, Conn.; Camden, N. 
J.: and elsewhere, actually engaged in ‘ trav- 
eling on the business of the free delivery 
service.’ Assistant superintendents of free 
delivery are allowed a per diem of $4 in lieu 
of expenses for each day engaged actually in 
traveling on the business of the Cepartment. 
Hedges’ false’ statements as to his where- 
abouts on these days were manifestly for the 
purpose of collecting per diem to which he 
was not entitled. 

“There are many other instances of simi- 
lar falsifications. The facts were submitted 
to the postmaster general some days since, 
who directed Hedges’ removal for the reasons 
above set forth.” 


Hedges Makes Explanation. 

In a statement tonight Mr. Hedges said: 

‘While I was assistant superintendent of 
free delivery, with headquarters at New 
York. I was called to Washington to take 
charge of the entire service while Mr. Machen 
was ill with typhoid fever. While so acting 
I got $2,000 salary as assistant superintend- 
ent, while Mr. Machen received $3,500. It 
was necessary for me to get the per diem al- 
lowance to make the services and the com- 
pensation equal. 

“It is charged that the per diem accounts 
show me at other points, the theory being 
that, strictly speaking, under the law I was 
not entitled to per diem when at headquar- 
ters. This has never been tested, conse- 
quently never decided. It has been the prac- 
tice of the office for the party taking the 
place of the head of the service to claim per 
diem in some form. 

‘‘In my case, I was also supervising the 
eastern division while officiating as general 
superintendent here. Herbert W. Valentine, 
now in the New York postoffice and formerly 
stenographer there under me, surrendered 
private letters and notes to the inspectors 
which gave them this information. I used 
to drop him a line when I was traveling to 
keep him posted of my whereabouts. 


Valentine Used Commission. 
* Valentine is the one who used this post- 
office commission. It was used with the 
knowledge of General Superintendent Ma- 
chen and of First Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Johnson, 

‘In making my reports I never put down 
towns that I had not visited nor did I put 
down all the towns that I visited, as I was 
permitted to do.”’ 

Mr. Hedges was appointed to the postal 
service from the Tenth congressional district 
of Texas on July 1, 1898, and was appointed 
superintendent of free delivery on July 1, 
1901. His salary was $3,000 a year. He 
had charge of the delivery service in the 
cities, the rural free delivery service being 
under another superintendent, and both be- 
ing under the general supervision of August 
W. Machen. 


‘TROLLEY LINE MAY CONNECT 
CHICAGO AND INDIANAPOLIS. 


Negotiations Under Way to Establish 
Through Connections Between the 
Two Cities—Details of the Plan. 


A single through electric line from Chi- 
cago to Indianapolis is a possibility of the 
near future, according to a report which was 
circulated in La Salle street yesterday. It 
developed that the Union Traction company 
of Indiana is making an effort to get control 
of the Calumet electric line as an entry line 
into Chicago, while it is already preparing 
to make a connection with the Chicago line 
at Hammond. 

George F. McCulloch of the Union Traction 
company of Indiana came to Chicago, it is 
said, to open up the negotiations with Presi- 
dent BE. A. Potter of the American Trust and 
Savings bank, the receiver of the Calumet 
electric. 

** Representatives of the Indiana company 
have discussed the proposition with me,”’ 
said Mr. 
definite has come of it as yet.”’ 

The Calumet electric road runs from Roby, 
Ind., to Chicago, and connects with the Chi- 
cago City railway lines and the South Side 
elevated road. It is understood the Union 
Traction company of Indiana, which has a 
continuous line from Indianapolis to La- 
porte, Ind., has secured rights of way from 
Laporte to Hammond, and that another 
concern is promoting an electric line from 
Laporte to Roby. A junction with the Calu- 
met electric might be made by either route. 

In this connection it is announced that on 
Aug. 15 the Union Traction company of In- 
diana will begin operating through sleep- 
ing car service over electric lines from In- 
dianapolis to Columbus, O., introducing the 
first extensive line of electric sleepers. Cars 
are now being built.

Btartling revelations concerning the meth-- 


ods employed by certain members of labor 
unions in extorting. 
money from employ- 
ers were promised to- 
day at.the opening of 
the trial of Lawrence. 
Murphy, former treas- 
arer of the journeymen stonecutters’ union, 
who is charged with grand larceny by steal- 
Ing $12,794.41 of the union’s funds on May 1, 
1902. The case is being tried before Judge 
Newbureger in general sessions. 

John ¥F. McIntyre, former assistang dis- 
trict attorney, appearing for the defendant, 
told the jury they would prove the money 
which Murphy is charged with misappropri- 
ating did not come into the union’s posses- 
sion as legitimate fines and dues, but as ex- 
tortion money wrung from the builders and 
contractors. McIntyre said he could show 
more than $200,000 had been paid the unions 
in New York in this way within the last year. 
In hypothetical questions put to talesmen 
he said a group of men in the stonecutters’ 
union, styling themselves a ** secret commit- 
tee,” had gone to employers in Brooklyn 
with demands for large sums to avert a strike. 
In one instance $10,000 was obtained, being 
paid, as he alleged, to a man named Call, 
and was subsequently divided partially, he 
further alleged, $5,000 to Jacob Bloek, $1,000 
to Jack Wait, $500 to John Fitzpatrick, $100 
to “ Jack’”’ Daly, and $500 to John McGlory.

The songs appeared offensive to the 
Americans and Irish, and there were many 
on board who brooded about the affair, and 
two days later they got up‘a concert to which 
all the English passengers were especially 
invited. All went well until Donellan, who 
had agreed to make a “ hot” speech, got up.

Purser Russell dragged the speaker down 
from his stand on thetable. Stewards had to

officers literally dragged Donellan on the 
deck.

An extra force of stewards was 
nécessary to keep order.

GEN. CASSIUS. CLAY DIES 


NOTED KENTUCKIAN PASSES 
AWAY AT HIS HOME. 


End Follows Rapidly After Court De- 
clares Him Insane—Had Not Been 
Well for Some Time and Demise Is 
Not Unexpected—Noted as Warrior, 
Statesman, Abolitionist, and Duelist 
—Marriage to Poor Girl Caused Sen- 
sation and Much Trouble. 


Lexington, Ky., July 22.—[Special.]—Death 
came to Gen, Cassius Marcellus Clay, war- 
rior, statesman, abolitionist, author, and 
noted duelist, at his home, White Hall, in 
Madison county, at 9:10 o'clock tonight. His 
demise was due to general exhaustion. 

The stirring life which Gen. Clay led had 
begun to tell on him in late years. He be-

lieved that a conspiracy to assassinate him 
had been formed and some years ago forti- 
fied his home at White Hall and entered a 
life of seclusion that ended only a few weeks 
ago, when the courts appointed a committee 
to take charge of him and his effects. 

He was found desperately ill and has had 
every care. His children, long estranged by 
reason of his eccentricities, were again able 
to be with him and were ai the bedside when 
he died. 

The surviving children are Brutus J. Clay, 
prominent in national politics of Richmond; 
Miss Laura Clay, noted as an exponent of 
woman's suffrage, of Lexington; Mrs. Dab- 
ney Crenshaw of Richmond, Va.; Mrs. Mary 
Barr Clay, and Mrs. James Bennett of Rich- 


mond, Ky. 


The ninety-four years of life of Gen. Cas- 
sius M. Clay have been filled with more 
stirring events than fall to the ordinary 
lot of men. He has of recent years been 
chiefly known to the country from his sen- 
sational matrimonial experiments and the 
vivid remembrance, which time cannot 
efface, of his earlier personal encounters. 
Personally as near fearless as a man was 
ever created, and living in a community 
where an appeal to a deadly weapon was the 
natural result of a personal insult, he has 
fought more desperate battles thamany man 
of his time. ‘These occurrences have not 
made up all of the life of this man. He has 
rendered to his country distinguished serv- 
ices at home and abroad and has, despite 
his violent methods and erratic temper, had 
a more than ordinary effect upon the political 
thought of his day—a day which may be said 
to have ended with the close of his services 
as minister to St. Petersburg in 1869. 


Had Record for Duels. 


A member of one of the proudest and rich- 
est families of Kentucky, he was a promi- 
nent figure in the politics of the common- 
wealth seventy years ago. He is credited 
with having fought more duels than any man 
in America. His fight with a man named 
Brown, who was chosen to kill him, is men- 
tioned as one of the most desperate hand to 
hand encounters in the history of the “ dark 
and bloody ground.’’ But Gen. Clay and his 
bowie knife won out. 

He ran an abolition paper when the slavery 
feeling was at its height, defying his enemies 
and fortifying his newspaper office with can- 
non. He represented this country as minis- 
ter to Russia. It was due to his efforts that 
the negotiations for the purchase of Alaska 
were brought to a successful termination in 
1267. His country home, White Hall, was 
onee decorated with rare objects of art, and 
his Hbrary was stocked with the best of 


ks. 
ae early life he was married; but the union 
terminated in a divorce. He was generous, 
and divided his great wealth with his wife 
at the time of their separation. ? 


Believed in Tolstoi. 

While in Russia he became impressed by 
the teachings of Tolstoi. He believed that 
his first marriage had re@#ited unhappily 
because he had wedded a woman of fashion. 
He determined that if he married again his 
wife should be of the “ peasant class.”’ 

Twelve years ago he engaged Mrs. Rich- 
ardson, a widow, to act as his housekeeper. 
She was killed by a train, and Gen. Ci¥} 
undertook the task of caring for her daugh- 
ters—Dora, 12 years old, and another 6 years 
old. Dora later became his housekeeper. 
She was ignorant, with no aspirations above 
the class with which she had been thrown 
all her life, but Gen. ‘Clay sought to*put 
the theory of Tolstoi to the test. When she 
was 14 he married her. Although he en- 
gaged teachers for her all his efforts were 
futile. ‘The girl preferred the rough cabin 
in which her relatives lived to the stately 
mansion of her decrepit husband, 

Gen. Clay was devoted to her, in spite of 
the fact that she oftenranaway. Finally he 


gota divorce. Dora at once became the wife 
of Riley Brock, a worthless young moun- 
taineer, who often was cruel to her. Gen, 
Clay sent for Dora. She went to White Hall, 
but took her husband with her. The general 
ordered him away. Brock went, but his wife 
went with him. Brock has since died. 

Gen. Clay’s fine oid mansion is now stripped 
almost bare of its furnishings. For a long 
time the once palatial house was like a 
fortress and the brick walls were loopholed 
for double barreled shotguns. Armed guards 
challenged all callers. Their employer was 
under the hallucination that his life wag 
sought by members of a mysterious ‘‘ ven- 
detta.” 

His record as a soldier is noteworthy, for 
he fought in the Mexicanand civil wars. He: 
served the state as member of the legisla- 
ture, and took a leading part in public affairs 
while he was active. 

Only a few weeks ago Gen. Clay was ad- 
judged insane in court, and administrators 
were placed in charge of the remnants of his 
estate. It was believed that he had been in- 
sane for some time. It was reported at the 
time that his child wife was to go on the 
stage, but this is now authoritatively denied,

DRUG CLERKS WANT MORE PAY. 


They Will Appear Before Employers To- 
morrow—Machinists Strike for 
Ten Per Cent. 4 


Drug clerks will appear before the Retail 
Druggists’ association tomorrow afternoon 
to demand better working conditions anda 
uniform wage scale. They will have the sup- 
port of the Drug Clerks’ association, affili- 
ated with the Chicago Federation of Labor. 

The clerks ask a minimum wage of $15 a 
week for registered pharmacists and $12 a 
week for assistants. They object to working 
more than seventy hours a week, and are 
opposed to sleeping in the stores. : 

Machinists employed in the Chicago Termi- 
nal railroad shops in East Chicago went on 
strike yesterday afternoon and forced boiler- 
makers and blacksmiths to join them. All 
demand an increase of 10 per cent in wages 
with the nine hour day. 

Hotel employés have practically reached an 
agreement with employers regarding wages 
and hours. The parties meet today to adjust 
wage and hour schedules. It is understood 
20 per cent advance will be given in some 
cases. 

Delegates to the convention of teamsters at 
Niagara Falls will meet tonight and discuss 
terms of amalgamation between the National 
Teamsters’ union and the International Team 
Drivers. Chicago will send more than 200 
men. 

Members of the Milk Wagon Drivers’ union 
have served an ultimatum on the milk men 
of the city. All decided several weeks ago 
that deliveries. cease at noon. The employés 
assert this agreement has been broken, and 
declare any firm sending out wagons In the 
afternoon will suffer from a strike.

Contractors and Others Declare That 
the Assessors’ Figures Are Teo 


High, as They Have Been Forced by : 


the Labor Movement to Transfer 
Much of Their Business to Other 
Cities—Intricacies ‘of the Tobacco 
Combine Set Heads in a Whirl. 


Stagnation in building operations and gen- 
eral depression in all industrial lines as a re- 
sult of. labor troubles were the burden of the 
“hard luck” stories told to the members of 
the board of review yesterday by prominent 
Chicago business men. 

Contractors and manufacturers declared 
that their personal property in thecity is less 
today than a year ago because the discourag- 
ing labor conditions have driven them to seek 
business in other cities. 

Representatives of the Clark Construction 
company, the John C. Spry Lumber company, 
the George A. Fuller company, the William 
Grace company (fermerly Grace & Hyde), 
and the Chicago Shipbuilding company were 
unanimous in ‘their complaints that the vol- 
ume of Chicago business had never been at 
such'a low ebb in their various flelds of en- 
deavor, and each one named labor agitation 
as the chief evil in the situation. 


Forced Out of Chicago. 


“The biggest jobs of the Clark Construc- 
tion company are now nearly all outside of 
Chicago,”’ said Mr. Clark. ‘* For that reason 
most of our equipment, including tools and 
supplies, are in Minneapolis, St. Paul, Mil- 
waukee, Boston, and New York, where we 
have contracts. Our equipment in Chicago 
is worth much less than the $7,500 which we 
are assessed this year. On account of this 
business depression in Chicago we keep out 
‘bank balances in Minneapolis and New 
York where they are needed more than in 
Chicago. The labor unrest, I believe, is to 
blame for the condition of affairs.’’ 

That was a sample of most of. the pleas 
advanced during the day for a reduction of 
assessed valuation. Afterward Reviewer 
Meacham said in reply to a query: 

*“ Yes, there is no doubt that builders are 
giving up the Chicago field and mainly on 
account of our interminable labor troubles. 
I am in the building line myself, and 
I have noticed the slump. Why, I can 
name you the big building jobs in this city 
today on the fingers of one hand.” 

Reviewers Strike a Tangle. 

During the afternoon the reviewers became, 
involved in the maze of the wheels within 
wheels of the tobacco combine. A. H. Crocker 
appeared to ask a reduction in the valuation 
of the Havana American Tobacco com- 
pany, which had been placed at $170,000. He 
said that the stock on hand a year ago had 
been owned by the American Cigar com- 
pany, but had been shipped out of Chicago. 
Then the reviewers found that the latter 
concern was assessed at $35,000, while Crocker 
maintained that the company had nothing 
but a salesroom in this city. 

* But how about the Continental Tobacco 
company represented by a Mr. Stover?’ in- 
quired Reviewer West. “ Is thatin the trust, 
too?’’ 

“Why. you see it’s this way——” began 
Mr. Crocker.

Other Troubles Related. 


John Herkenhoff related the passing of 
the bicycle craze in his remarks on the as- 
sessment of Morgan & Wright. Hesaid that 
the concern was manufacturing few bicycle 
tires nowadays, but had turned to making 
plumbing, engineering, and steamfitting 
goods. The schedule of $370,544 was allowed 
to stand. 

Attorney W. D. Haynie dropped in a day 
ahead of time to represent the Chicago Ship- 
building company. He said he had an en- 
gagement to play golf today and the review- 
ers allowed that was sufficient excuse for ac- 
commodating him with an interview at once.

Whereupon the assessment of $200,000 was 
confirmed.

The opportunity is expected to come to- 
night, when the company will inform the 
strikers whether it is willing to reinstate all 
the men who walked out. If it refuses, and 
it is expected to do so, peace negotiations 
will be declared off and the teamsters will be 
asked to step out, leaving the other unions 
involved’to carry on their own struggle. 

This the teamsters seem willing to do and 
they have called a special meeting tonight of 
the joint: council, their governing body, to 
consider. the proposition of withdrawal. The 
council is expected to take the stand that as 
the teamsters were invited to take part in the 
strike they should withdraw, as their assist- \ 
ance is not now needed or desired. 

With the teamsters out of the fight the 
strike will take the course of that recently 
waged against the Allis-Chalmers company. 
The unions will set out their pickets, attempt 
to force the nonunion men to leave their posi- 
tions, and institute a boycott against the 
firm. In this they will be assisted by the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, which is to hold 
a special meeting tomorrow night. 


Other Events in Kellogg Strike. 

Other developments of the day in the Kel- 
logg strike are as follows: 

Attorney A. C. Allen of the company drew up for- 
mal peace proposition, which union representatives 
refused to accept. They in turn offered counter 
proposition, which is under consideration by the 
company. 

Members of eleven unions drew up request for 
special meeting of Chicago Federation of Labor to 
consider the strike and the legal proceedings In- 
stituted against union leaders. 

President D. M. Parry of National Manufactur- 
ers’ aasociation has offered the Kellogg company 
the support of that organization and will send a 
representative to Chicago to investigate. 

William George, 250 Laflin street, was arrested 
on charge of having led the mob that stoned the 
Kellogg factory last week. Other men living in 
the vicinity are under police surveillance. 

Attorney Haynie R. Pearson has prepared sev- 
eral cases for consideration of the grand jury and 
will present them next week. 

Nine strikers will be called before Judge Holdom 
today to show cause why they should not be pun- 
isred for breaking injunction. 


Peace Proposal by Company. 

Attorney Allen's peace proposition was 
presented to the strikers by Secretary Grant 
of the state board of arbitration. It was as 
follows: 

That the company fill all vacant places in its fac- 
tory with such of its former employés as make ap- 
plication for work. 

That the company will maintain the policy of an 
open shop and will not discriminate against union 
or nonunion workmen, and every employé wil 
be considered, in thé matter of pay and in all 
other questions, st@ictly on his merits. 

The company recognizes the right of every em- 
ployé to decide for himself whether he shall or 
shall not join a labor organization. 


Rejected by Strikers. 


This was taken under consideration by the 
strike leaders at a meeting in the afternoon 
and was rejected. The conservative ele- 
ment was in control, for President Albert 
Young of the teamsters, the radical leader, 
was out of the city. He left at noon after 
a conference with John C. Driscoll, repre- 
— team owners of the downtown dis- 
trict. 

At the strikers’ meeting the teamsters were 
given to understand that the success of the 
strike did not depend on them, and that their 
withdrawal would be welcomed. They were 
told that the court proceedings recently tn- 
stituted were complicating the issue, and 
that the present agitation was dangerous to 
the labor movement. 

The teamsters then proposed that they drop 
out of the struggle, and made arrangements 
for a meeting of their joint council! at &38 
Madison street tonight. When this had been 
done, plans were set on foot to get the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor to enter the fight, 
and a petition was sent out for a special 
meeting tomorrow night. 

“We do not need the teamsters,” said 
Business Agent Charles Kirkpatrick of the 
metal workers, “and do not care for any 
more four flushes. We can win this fight 
alone, and all we ask is the indorsement and 
moral support of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor.”’ 


‘Ask Reinstatement of All. 

Late in the afternoon the strike leaders 
decided to make one more effort to secure 
peace. They framed a proposition which 
they requested the Kellogg company to ac- 
cept, but they have little hope of such ac- 
tion. It reads as follows: 

“The Kellogg company agrees to rein- 
state all of its old employés in their former 
positions within thirty days, providing, how- 
ever, that they file application for reinstate- 
ment within five days. All former employés 
now out of employment to be given prefer- 
ence.”’ 

The strike hereafter will be in charge of 
a committee of the unions involved, which 
will hold daily meetings. It will have full 
power to secure a settlement and sign peace 
terms. It will be composed of one repre- 
sentative from each organization and its 
chairman will be Barney Cohen, a member 
of the executive board of the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

While the strike leaders were busy at their 
work the company was busy teaming its 
goods about the city. It sent its wagons, 
under police protection, to several depots, 


and carted in goods from various warehouses | 


on the west side. No disturbances marked 
the day, and at night the police had not made 
use of their clubs. 


SUPPOSED MAN REALLY A GIRL. 


Willie Ray, Horsewhipped for Being Too 
Attentive to Married Woman, Tells 
Secret in Court. 


Booneville, Miss., July 22.—[Special. }—For 
eight years Willie Ray has masqueraded in 
this community as a man without being sus- 
pected until today, when she aroused the 
jealousy of James Gatlin, a young husband.

THE LYNCHING HABIT. 
Two of the most outrageous and inde- 
“fensible lynchings in the history of that 
_ rime recently occurred in South Carolina, 
and they are all the thore outrageous be- 
cause it has been supposed until now that 
lynching had been virtually abandoned in 
that state and the punishment of crime Jeft 
to the law. In these cases, however, there 
Were no crimes. Innocent men were shot 
to death. 
On Wednesday, the 15th inst., William 
Hall, a farmer and postmaster at Chinque- 
pin, in Aiken county, was murdered by un- 
known persons for unknown reasons. It 
Was suspected that the murderers were 
negroes. A mob gathered on the next day 
and weit to the cabins of two negroes, 
Dennis Head and Jesse Butler. They were 
not accused of committing the murder, or 
even of complicity in the crime. It was 
thought they might know who committed 
it because they lived in the neighborhood. 
The negroes protested their ignorance to 
the last, but it was of no avail. They 
were taken out and shot. It has since been 
established that both men told the truth. 
They knew no more about the matter than 
the members of the mob, and thus two 
{pnocent men were murdered.

Slavs, Italians, and Russian Jews have* 
not been in this country so long as men of 
other races. They have not had so good an 
opportunity to show how thoroughly they 
can become imbued with American ideals, 
and yet they have given abundant evidence 
that they make good citizens. If some of 
them seem hopeless on their arrival, better 
things may be expected of their children. 

There are immigrants who should be rig- 
idly barred out. The criminals, the pau- 
pers, the insane, the vagabonds, and the 
diseased are not wanted here, and methods © 
should be devised for keeping them out. 
Unnatural, stimulated immigration fos- 
tered by steamship and railroad companies 
is objectionable and should be prevented. 
But even if immigrants continue to pour 
in at something like the present rate the 
experience of the past indicates that the 
country will be able to assimilate them with- 


out injury.

Joseph W. Fifer—“ Private Joe ’’—now 
one of the interstate commerce commis- 
sioners, has twice been the gubernatorial 
candidate of the Illinois republicans.

RINCESS MATHILDE BONAPARTE, 

aunt of Charles Bonaparte of Balti- 

more and stepsister of his father, is 

in a critical condition as the result of 

a fall at her chateau at St. Gratien 
near Paris, the accident causing a fraeture 
of her thigh bone, which, in view of her ad- 
vanced age—she is 83—is extremely serious. 
The various members of her family have been 
summoned. Her sister-in-law, Princess 
Clothilde, has arrived from Turin, while 
Prince Louis Napoleon has reached her bed- 
side from Tiflis, where he commands a di- 
vision of Russian cavalry. The widowed 
duchess of Aosta and Empress Bugénie 
have also hastened to Paris, while Prince 
Victor Napoleon, being debarred by the law 
of exile from setting foot on French soil, is 
kept apprised at Brussels of his aunt's condi- 
tion, 

Few hopes are entertained of her recov- 
ery, as she has been ailing throughout the 
last winter, and this last accident has sub- 
jected her to a shock that she is no longer 
in a position to withstand. 

Princess Mathilde will be greatly missed 
at Paris, where, for considerably more than 
half a century, she has been one of the most 
conspicuous figures. Since the day when, in 
1846, she first established her residence on 
the banks of the Seine her hospitable salons 
have been the rendezvous of all that is 
most brilliant fn art, literature, and science 
not only in the French capital but in all 
Europe. She has lived to see three genera- 
tions of celebrated families succeed one an- 
other as guests beneath her roof, and pass 
down to the grave, leaving her, until 
a few months ago, still hale and hearty, 
full of life, cheeriness, wit, and kind- 
ly nature. Alexandre Dumas, the elder, 
of “Monte Cristo” and “Three Mus- 
keteers’’. fame, was an habitué of her 
receptions.’ So, too, was his son, the author 
of the “‘ Dame Aux Camelias,”’ and now she 
is the godmother of the grandchildren of 
Alexandre Dumas, the younger. The Gau- 
tiers, the Houssayes, and scores more might 
be mentioned who have succeeded one an- 
other, the son following his father and his 
grandfather at her table, until her salon has 
become one of the landmarks and institutions 
of the French metropolis, unique in its kind, 
and the disappearance of which by her death 
will constitute an irreparable loss. 

— 

It requires a stretch of the imagination to 
recall the fact that she was at one moment 
engaged to her cousin, who afterwards be- 
came Emperor Napoleon III. of France, that 
she is still to this day drawing an annuity of 
$60,000 a year from the Demidoff estates as 
the wife, and subsequently as the widow, of 
Anatole Demidoff, and that at one time she 
occupied, as a granddaughter of the king of 
Wurtemberg, a by no means remote place in 
the line of succession to the throne of Great 
Britain. 

‘Born at Trieste as the daughter of ex-King 

Jerdme Bonaparte of Westphalia and of the 
latter’s second wife, Princess Caroline of 
Wiirtemberg, she passed her youth in finan- 
clal straits, her father, a spendthrift anda 
gambler, who had saved nothing while on the 
throne of Westphalia, being dependent en- 
tirely upon the allowance of $6,000 a year 
grudgingly allowed to him by his father-in- 
law, the king of Wtirtemberg, and upon loans 
that he could extort from friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

Among those to whose purse he had most 
frequent recourse was Anatole Demidoff. 
One day, when the ex-king was, as usual, en- 
gaged in negotiating a loan from Demidoff 
the latter suddenly turned and asked for the 
hand of Princess Mathilde, then a singularly 
beautiful girl, with blond hair, dark brown 
eyes, exquisitely cut features, and a superb 
figure. On Jerome showing reluctance and 
hesitation, Demidoff not only rendered the 
grant of the loan conditional upon the ex- 
king’s consent to the match but likewise 
offered to cancel the total indebtedness, 
which amounted to a large sum. Jerome ac- 
cepted this proposal, and thus practically 
sold his daughter to one of the most ruffianly 
barbarians who has ever disgraced the upper 
ranks of European society. 

There was no question of love on either 
one side or the other in the marriage, and 
Mathilde only yielded to the entreaties of her 
father in the matter after he had explained 
to her that it was the sole means of saving 
him from ruin and disgrace. For she was at 
the time not merely devoted to her cousin, 
Louis Napoleon, ‘and he to her, but actually 
affianced. Indeed, Louis would undoubtedly 
have married his beautiful cousin ere then 
had it not been for her father, who actually 
turned him out of the house, branding him at 
the time as a penniless adventurer, and even 
as marked with the stigma of illegitimacy, 
the truth being that Louis at the time was 
incapable of conferring upon him the pe- 
cunlary benefits which he subsequently de- 
rived from the marriage of his daughter to 
Demidoff. Louis Napoleon was in captivity 
at Ham when he heard of his cousin Mathil- 
de’s marriage, and is on record as having 
burst into tears with the exclamation that 
this was the last and most cruel blow which 
fate could have in store for him, 


As was to be expected the marriage of 
Mathilde and Demidoff was unhappy from 
the outset. There were scenes and disputes 
resulting from the gross misbehavior of the 
husband, and from the stinging reproaches 
of the high spirited wife. It was after one 
of these quarrels that Demidoff presented to 
the princess as a peace offering a magnificent 
gold casket in which there were some valu- 
able jewels. While they were admiring it 
together he pointed out to her a spring which 
opened a secret door. In it she found the 


‘memoranduny of her father’s immense debt 


to her husband, and the former’s letter ac- 
cepting Demidoff’s offer of marriage as a 
cancellation of the debt. On another occa- 
sion, during a fancy dress ball at Florence, 
Demidoff boxed his wife’s ears in the pres- 
ence of all his guests for having ventured to 
object to the presence of one of his fair but 
frail friends. 

At length his treatment of her became so 
intolerable that in desperation she appealed 
to Emperor Nicholas, when he happened to 
be passing through Florence, and he at once 
recommended her to separate from her hus- 
band, commanding the latter to settle upon 
her a sum sufficient to assure her an income 
of $60,000 for the remainder of her days. 
She always remained grateful to the late 
Emperor Nicholas for this Intervention in 
her behalf, and from that-time forth became 
one of the most enthusiastic partisans of 
Russia, continuing to be so even throughout 
the Crimean war, which she deplored. 


She has done an immense amount of good. 
Many struggling artists and literary men 
are indebted to her not only for the means 
which she provided them to achieve success 
but Mkewise their protection from death by 
starvation before they had become known. 
It is understood that she will bequeath the 
whole of her property, which must be large, 
to her favorite nephew, Gen. Prince Louis 
Bonaparte of the Russian cavalry, the young- 
er son Of her only full brother, the late 
Prince Jerome Napoleon, nicknamed “ Plon- 
Pilon.”

FARLEY FAILS TO MAKE A CASE. 


Washington Park Raider Is Ruled Off 
the Turf by Western Jockey 
Club Stewards. 


At a special meeting of the Western Jockey club 
stewards, held last night to consider the case of 
E. E. Farley, the man who recently made a cru- 
sade against the Washington park racetrack be- 
cause of having been ruled off the turf, the-stew- 
ards affirmed the action of the Detroit Jockey club 
in placing the ban on Farley for “‘ ringing "’ the 
mare Aimless at Detroit under the name of Sarah 
Black. 

Attorney Robert E. Cantwell, who figured promi- 
nently in the Washington park raids, appeared as 
counsel for Farley, assisted by John F. Geeting, 
while the attorneys for the Jockey club were W. J. 
Hynes and Alan H. Frazer 

The evidence clearly pointed to Farley’s connec- 
tion with the ringing. J. 8. Rothers of St. Louis 
testified that he sold the mare Aimless at Latonia 
to H. H. Kingsbury. Farley was present at the 
sale and claimed $300 commission. 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy testified he had asked 
Farley to produce Sarah Black after the “ ring- 
ing *’ race at Detroit, but Farley declined to do so. 
Farley testified he had offered to take Murphy to 
his (Farley's) stable, several miles from Detroit, 
and show him the mare, but this offer Murphy de- 
clined. 

E. E. Winters testified that Farley had admitted 
to him that he had run Almless as Sarah Black. 
Winters had taken a meal with Farley and the 
latter offered him $500 to stable Stewardess in 
order that he might palm Stewardess off as Sarah 
Biack in case the Detroit judges came around 
to identify the mare. 

V. Hughes said he had identified the mare Sarah 
Black as Aimless. 

H. D. Beams testified that while Sarah Black 
was being led away from the track Farley had 
come to him and told him to tell the man leading 
the mare to place her in the first livery stable 
he came to in order that she could not be traced. 

F. W. Gerhardy, secretary of the Detroit Jockey 
club, identified a letter written some time ago 
outlining plans for the “‘ ringing’’ as being in 
the handwriting of the same man who entered 
Sarah Black in the race. 

Farley's attorneys had no witnesses and the 
stewards promptly confirmed the action ruling Far- 
ley off the turf.

HANDICAP GOES

DEFEATS A GOOD FIELD. 


Steeplechase Results in Easy Vic- 
tory for Ceylon—Other 
Races. 


Yesterday’s._feature event at Hawthorne, a 
handicap at one mile, went to Warte Nicht, 
with Ahola second. Both were extreme out- 
siders in the betting. 

The weights were so deftly. arranged that

‘Schwalbe, Toah, and Lucien Appleby ap- 


pealed to the speculators and they received 
the bulk of the play. The first quotations 
favored Toah, and Plunger Yeager fancied 
Schwalbe’s chances and as a certain coterie 
string their bets on his judgment the filly 
went to the post a 2 to i favorite, backed 
down from 5 to 1. Warte Nicht was 17 tol 
and Ahola went begging at 15 to 1. 

The barrier snapped in two when Holtman 
released it, and nearly unseated Jockeys 
Bonner and Knapp, the riders of Schwalbe 
and Bragg. The mishap, however, did not 
affect the start to any extent, except to 
hamper Schwalbe a bit. Ahola, with but 0 
pounds up, set a killing pace almost the en- 
tire journey, but in the stretch she began to 
tire slightly and there was a closing up of 
leaders, Ahola, Bragg, and Warte Nicht 
being on even terms at the eighth pole.

MIRTHFOL DIGS IN A FIRE. 


NOTED STALLION BURNS IN MAD- 
DEN’S STABLE AT LEXINGTON. 


Barn Is Strack by Lightning and Resa- 
cuers Find It Impossible to Save the 
Sire of Aceful, Skillful, and Other 
Good Ones—Was the Favorite in the 
1898 American Derby — Frankfort, 
the Brother to Hamburg, Is Rescued 
from Burning Building. 


Lexington, Ky., July 22.—The handsome 
barn on Hamburg place, near the city, John 
E. Madden's noted stock farm, was struck 
by lightning at 12:15 this morning and 
burned to the ground before the city fire de- 
partment could reach the scene. Imported 
Mirthful, valued at $100,000, sire of Aceful, 
Skillful, Mexican, Glassful, Bardolph, and 
other noted ones, was burned to death in 
his stable. 

Every effort to reach and save his life 
failed. Madden, who is at Saratoga, was 
wired this morning, telling him of the loss, 
and he will hurry home. The bolt of light- 
ning paralyzed Mirthful so that when res- 
cuers reached him he could not move. 

The flames quickly drove the rescuers away 
before they could drag him out. Thirty em- 
ployés made a game fight from the water 
tower near the barn, but to no avail. 

Frankfort, the full brother of Hamburg, 
and Gardner were got out. Other horses 
were burned, but it is not known which till 
the ruins are searched. The stable is val- 
ued at $20,000, insured for $15,000. It was 
filled with hay, provender, and trappings. 
Total loss estimated fad $200,000.

In well informed quarters it is understood 
that the Standard Oil people are now work- 
Ing on the bull side of the market. This is 
said to be in anticipation of some favorable 
announcement shortly to be made. 

An official of the American Car and Foun- 
dry company is quoted as saying that there 
is no truth whatever in the report from Chi- 
cago to the effect that the executive com- 
mittee has decided to cut the common divi- 
dend to 2 per cent per annum. There has 
been no meeting of the executiye committee 
and such a question has not been considered 
either by the executive committee or the 
board of directors, he said. 

As on Tuesday, so today, the steel trust 
stocks were the most active on the list, no 
fewer than 114,000 shares of common and 
53,000 shares of preferred being traded in. 
The pressure to sell was not nearly so great 
as on Tuesday, while on the other hand 
there was good buying. Both stocks opened 
fractionally up, being influenced thereto by 
the official deniais that there is any intention 
to reduce the dividend on the common stock, 
and also by the knowledge of the fact that 
much of Tuesday’s selling had been for the 
short account,,tbough some long stock was 
forced out by the final closing out of what 
is said to have been a loan of $5,000,000. 

No official statement was forthcoming from 
the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. in respect to 
the various reports dealing with the stocks 
and the corporation, but the Wall Street 
Journal during the day put out a statement, 
which subsequently was learned to have 
been semi-officially inspired, as follows: 

“ From high authority inthe United States 
Steel corporation, the Wall Street Journal 
is authorized to say the property is intrin- 
sically as good as it ever was. The earning 
capacity, as shown by the latest reports, has 
not yet attained the maximum. 

“This same authority states emphatically 
that there is no question as to the indefinite 

gontinuance of the dividends on the common 
gtock. In the continued liquidation the 
gteel issues have sustained remarkable de- 
clines in the face of good business at profita- 
ble prices and more orders than it can fill. 
At 22 for the common stock the dividend 
return is 18 per cent, while the preferred 
at $70 per share yields the investor 10 per 
cent flat. For the half year ended June 30 
the total net earnings, after deducting each 
month the expenditures for ordinary re- 
pairs, renewals, and the maintenance of the 
plants, interest on ds, and the fixed 
charges of the subsidiary companies, were 
$61,568,235, and the undivided profits, or sur- 
plus, for six months were $17,037,047, while 
the estimated earnings of $12,850,000 for June 
Were $660,000 greater than the net earnings 
for June, 1902.”

FROM 1-2 TO 3-4 CENT KNOCKED OFF 
THE PRICE OF FUTURES. 


Good Support Given the Market at the 
Decline by the Larger Interests, 
Which Consider the Grain a Pur- 
chase on Soft Spots—Primary Move- 
ment Continues Light—Corn Freely 
Sold by Provision Traders and Oth- 
ers Recently on the Buying Side. 


An early advance of nearly %c on the Sep- 
tember wheat yesterday was not sustained, 
a drop of %c coming in toward the close, and 
the final market being slow and heavy ata 
loss of substantially %c, as compared with 
Tuesday. The May was up early from 78%c 
to 78%c, reacting later to 78%-%c and closing 
at T7%c, as against final quotations on Tues- 
day at 

Cables were something of a help to the 
early market, responding to recent strength 
here. Liverpool opened %d better, closing 

Paris started out \Y%c to %c 
and closed. unchanged. London 
advanced 4d to %d. The early dis- 
position of the pit trade was quite 
clearly in favor of buying the property. 

There was the usual! variety of crop reports 

from the northwest, but as a whole they told 

of small yields and generally unsatisfactory 
prospects. San Francisco showed a sensa- 
tional advance of 2%c, crop prospects in the 
coast states being altogether unsatisfactory. 
These conditions started the larger commis- 
sion houses, among them Harris-Gates, Lo- 
gan, Brosseau, Hulburt-Warren, the Trego 
crowd, Counselman, Spencer-Dennison, Ir- 
win-Green, Gifford, and Woodbury. When 
the September was making its early advance 
from 76%c to 76%c these houses were among 
the more active in the trade. But around 
the outside point there was a change in the 
temper of the trade. Bradstreet figures on 
world’s available supplies came in smaller 

than expected, showing a decrease of 2,228,- 

000 bu, as compared with a falling off a week 

ago of 4,160,000 bu and a decrease the corre- 

sponding week last year of 1,928,000 bu. In 
the decrease shown today 1,928,000 bu came 
in east of the Rockies and 300,000 bu in Eu- 
rope and afloat. The figures showed a marked 
difference as compared with last year, when 
there was an increase east of the Rockies of 

273,000 bu and a decrease abroad of 2,300,000 

bu. The European visible decreased 300,000 

bu, as compared with a decrease a week ago 

of 2,100,000 bu and a decrease last year of 

2,300,000 bu. 


Pit Traders Dump the Wheat. 


Around 76c for the September, unexpected- 
ly large quantities of wheat were dumped 
by pit traders, but the offerings found ready 
acceptance at the hands of commission 
house people who held resting orders. Trrere 
was a fair prospect of a more or less sharp 
decline until Armour, Pringle-Browning, 

‘and other big operators came into the pit 
around 75%c for the September and took 
about everything off it. This had a tendency 
to check the decline and made the close 
‘considerably less weak than it might other- 
wise have been. Export operations were 
not such as to cut any figure whatever in 
the day’s trade. At the close New York re- 
ported 5 loads at out ports and indicated 
that in any of the markets exporters were 
not active bidders. It appears to be more 
or less a fact that for the moment European 
requirements are being supplied by India 
and other countries in position to offer wheat 
cheaper than domestic holders are willing 
to sell it for. 

The showing made in the matter of pri- 
mary receipts continued bullish. The total 
at all points was 487,400 bu, as compared 
with 1,100,000 bu a year ago. 
days past these receipts have been running 
.one-half to three-fourths as large as a year 
ago, and there appears to be no prospects of 
an accelerated movement. Shipments from 
primary points were 583,000 bi, as against 
862,000 bu a year ago. With much smaller 
‘receipts and a larger outgo the bulls on 

‘wheat are inclined to think their statistical 
position is a strong one. 


Corn Follows the Wheat Lead. 


In corn the early market was firm at an ad-: 


vance of 4c over previous closing prices, but 
late in the session there was a bearish influ- 
ence from wheat resulting in a close frac- 
tionally lower than on Tuesday. The Sep- 
tember was relatively stronger than the 
May, losing only %c, while the more deferred 
delivery dropped back %c to %c. The late 
market was more or less affected by dumping 
operations on the part of local pit traders, 
although on the dectine there was a fairly 
good! demand, as in wheat, from commission 
houses. Pringle picked up considerable 
quantities of September in this way, while 
Brosseau and his following*gave more at- 
tention to accumulations of the May. The 
Wells party and its following in the provision 
pit sold a good deal of corn from 50%e down 
on the September, reversing the operations 
of the day before, when considerable quanti- 
ties of short corn were covered. As the gen- 
eral proposition, the country trade appeared 
to look more favorably on the buying side, 
and, as a consequence, more orders of this 
‘character were in evidence. The buying was 
generally believed to be based on increas- 
ing reports of an uneven crop and on short 
tasseling. Private advices from Kansas re- 
ported a good percentage of the late corn 
doing svell, there having been more rainfall 
im that state than farther south. The crop, 
however, is admittedly from two to three 
weeks late and weather from now until 
. @arly fallis. so problematical as to make the 
bearish element a little uncertain as to low- 
er prices. The weather map for.the day was 
a generally good one, warm and bright con- 
ditions reported with rains from South Da- 
kota to Kansas. 
with 13 of them contract. Estimated today, 
130 cars. Receipts at primary points were 
404,900 bu, as against 489,500 bu a week ago 
and 422,000 bu last year. Shipments exceed- 
ed all the comparative figures, being 399,- 
500 bu, as against 397,200 bu the previous 
week, and 210,700 bu a year ago. Brad- 
street's figures made a decrease of 681,000 bu 
in world's stocks, as compared with an in- 
erease the previous wek of 444,000 bu and an 
‘inorease the previous year of 668,000 bu. 


Fairly Firm Tone in Oats. 


The oats market maintained its previous 
condition of showing ‘greater relative 
strength than other coarse grain. At the 
close September was \c higher than the 
day before, while full previous closing was 
maintained on the May. At one time the 
September was up to 33léc on more or less 
active short covering, a generally better 
demand from commission houses and local 
epecialsts, and light offerings. The cash 
demand was reported slightly improved, 
which in a way was a help to the near by 
deliveries. Late in the session the demand 
seemed to disappear and receiving houses 
began more or less heavy selling, Nash- 
Wright and Allerton leading. Armour in- 


terests were also credited with selling more | 


or less heavily of the September. A good 
feal of the buying was done by cide and 
other locals. Bradstreet’s made an increase 
of 212,000 bu in world’s stocks, which last 
week increased 44,000 bu and a year ago de- 
‘treased 826.000 bu. The seaboard cleared 
16,500 bu. Receipts were only moderate, 164 
cars on the inspection sheet, with 13 of them 
ontract. Estimated today, 175 cars. 


More Lard Is Wented. 


The provision list was helped early in the 
day by an advance of 5c to 1c on hogs at the 
yards, where receipts were 22,000. Estimated 
today, 23,000. Western packing points re- 
ported 60,500, as against 75,700 a week ago 
and 51,000 last year. There was not much 
outside liquidation and an improved demand 
for lard, both in the cash market and in the 
pit. The September lard delivery closed 10c 
to 12%c higher, this being the only product 
showing much strength. Both pork and ribs 
were substantially unchanged from Tues- 
day. Shipments of cured meats were 1,812,- 
700 Ibs, as against 3,300,400 Ibs last year, and 
of lard, 783,600 lbs, 4s compared with 1,176,- 
000 Ibs a year ago.

GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


The adverse report of William H. Chad- 
wick and T. C. Edwards, the committee in- 
vestigating the advisability of making No. 
8 corn deliverable at not more than 5 cents 
discount was posted yesterday. It says, in 
part: “ Within the last five years the prac- 
tice of ‘track bidding or ‘card bidding’ 
has assumed large proportions, and most of 
our annual receipts of corn are marketed on 
‘ecard bids,’ which call for ‘No. 8 corn or 
better.’ As there is no longer any current 
regular demand for any higher grade than 
No. 8 corn, there is practically no incentive 
for the country elevator to try to make 
contract corn, except when the market is 
subject to some unusual conditions, and, as 
the elevator in question is not anticipating 
a demand for anything better than No. 3 
corn, neither the operator of the elevator 
nor the farmer whose corn is tributary to 
that elevator has taken pains to keep sep- 
arate the different qualities of corn, and 
hence the better corn has been mingled with 
the poorer qualities, and therefore the pro- 
portion of No. 2 corn jis less than previously 
was the rule. The records show that No. 
8 corn has sold at more than 5 cents per 
bushel below the current price of No. 2 
corn on several occasions within the last ten 
years, when the markets did not appear to 
be manipuated. For the last eight months 
of each year a large percentage of No. 3 
corn so grades because not dry enough 
to be No. 2 corn, This corn is generally in 
satisfactory condition for immediate con- 
sumption, and sells for a small discount 
under No. 2 corn, but to make this corn de- 
liverable on contract to be carried in the 
elevator for any length of time would often 
result in filling the elevators with corn 
which would soon be out of condition, and 
by the state law under which elevators are 
operated they would be obliged to post the 
grain as out of condition. This would, we 
believe, greatly decrease the trading in 
futures in corn in our market and be an 
immeasurable loss to our board. 

Commencing Aug. 1 William H. Noyes, at 
present associated with McReynolds & Co., 
will clear all his contracts of a brokerage 
and commission nature through Messrs. T. 
E. Wells & Co. 


C. M. Boynton, who is making a western 
tour for Harris-Gates, wires that house from 
Olathe, Kas.: “ Having gone hastily over 
the greater portion of Missouri, I hesitate to 
express an opinion on the corn crop. It is 
spotted and will average three weeks late 
right now. The counties I came through 
since wiring yesterday are poor. The great 
problem is, how will the late corn come 
out? The Missouri farmers think it will 
mature, as they usually have late fall. But 
it looks doubtful to me, although it is good 
color and growing fast. Two-thirds of’ the 
crop is late, with good showers frequently. 
It may make up for lost time. If I were 
going to hazard a guess I would say with 
perfect weather the state has a possible 
chance to raise a half crop of corn as com- 
pared to last year, but think it is more like- 
ly to be under than over this. I notice most 
farmers have old corn, and have been told 
by St. Louis grain men who work Missouri 
that fully 30 per cent of last year’s corn 
crop is still in the hands of fagmers. The 
wheat crop is light—probably one-third of 
a crop as compared to last year. The weath- 
er is perfect and corn growing fast. Have 
only been in the first tier of counties in Kan- 
sas. It looks to me asif half the crop is late 
here. On one side of the road you will find 
it knee high, while on the other side it is six 
feet high and beginning to silk. These con- 
ditions make the crop uncertain in Kansas 
on account of liability to hot winds. If 
hot winds ever strike this late corn it won’t 
last long.” 


“ Provisions have acted as every one 
thought they would a few months ago,”’ said 
a veteran operator, ‘‘ when prices seemed un- 
reasonably high. But Swift was buying all 
the lard he could get, apparently, at 2%c 
higher than present prices, and Armour buy- 
ing all the ribs at 1%c higher; nobody has 
made any money on the decline, because bears 
were afraid to sell on account of the bullish 
attitude of the big packing interests and 
packers themselves have certainly made no 
money on these speculations, nor have the 
lesser longs who followed their lead. With 
a few big interests so completely in control 
of the packing business there is not much in- 
ducement to any one to trade in the market 
and I gave it up several months ago. There 
may not be much more left of the provision 
market in a few years than there is now of 
flax market. Possibly thatis what the pack- 
ers want.”’ 

“Crops in Oklahoma are magnificent,’’ 
said Abraham Poole, who returned from the 
southwest yesterday. ‘I see they are esti- 
mating the Oklahoma wheat yield at 30,000,- 
000. bu.. They will not get through thrashing 
in August, and I believe the territory has 
raised 45,000,000 bu. I drove 300 miles through 
Oklahoma and saw many places where the 
crop was so big that the farmers have not 


been able to handle it properly, and there 
has been some damage done to the grain by. 
rain, but only in a small! section. Corn is 
fine in Oklahoma, oats is a big crop, and 
the cotton crop, which was worth $2,500,000 
ast year, will bring In over $3,000,000 this 
ear. The effects of the washout are still 
apparent on the Rock Island and Frisco 
roads, which are etill in bad shape. Corn 
in Kansas is more uneven, the late planted 
being backward.” ' 

There appeared to be a changing senti- 
ment yesterday as to what two of the 
northwestern states, North Dakota and 
northern Minnesota, would do in the way of 
a wheat crop. This was more or less sig- 
nificant in view of the recent bullish attitude 
assumed by such’ well posted authorities as 
Van Dusen-Harrington, whose estimates on 
reduced yields in that section have recently 
been attracting some attenton. A message 
yesterday to J. H. Wrenn from F.. G. Larry- 
more of North Dakota says the crops in that 
vicinity are promising and the wheat yield 
will run from 15 to 18 bu per acre. The 
Armour people had a message from A. D. 
Thomson of Duluth, saying: ‘ In our judg- 
ment it looks as if North Dakota and north- 
ern Minnesota would raise fully as large a 
crop as last year.” ; 

“ The disappointing thrashing returns from 
every section where wheat has been thrashed 
are the striking factor in wheat markets to 
me,” said George Erhart. “It seems to be 
the case everywhere of the harvest turning 
out below expectation, with the falling off 
the most striking where the best returns were 
looked for. On one of the Allerton farms 
there was a piece of twenty acres of as fine 
wheat land as could be found anywhere in 
the country and the crop looked magnificent 
before it wascut. Mr. Allerton said he would 
not have given a penny to Insure the yield of 
40 bu to the acre, but it turned out under 25. 
It is a case of fine straw nearly everywhere, 
but the head not bearing out the promise of 
the straw.” 

A letter to 8. P. Arnot of the/*Q” road 
from Concordia says: “ Ther¢ ts lots of 
thrashing being done now. It looks as if 
the wheat average will be about 15 bu per 
acre. The quality is not as expected. It 
tests 58 to 59 pounds. If dry it. would test 
a little better, but we have had some light 
rains that make wheat damp. A good many 

‘farmers will put wheat fn bins, but believe 
all will be thrashed out of shock. There 
will be a great scarcity of cars. That and 
numerous freight blockades in yards like 
St. Joseph and Kansas City will retard the 
movement considerably.” 


Now that the necessity has arisen for the 
best equipment of westery roads covering 
the wheat and corn country, there is the 
usual summer complaint of a car famine. 
To some extent the smaller movement of 
wheat southwest may be caused by an In- 
ability on the part of shippers to get grain 
to market. Logically, this should have a 
bullish effect on prices, as creating a scarcl- 
ty of cash grain, but these conditions would 
be offset by sales made in the way of hedges. 
Some of the operators in the corn pit are 
inclined to attribute the current weakness in 
the market to the latter cause. 


The fact that corn is heating and out of 
condition in one of the elevators interested 
corn traders yesterday because of the possi- 
bility that the situation might be general and 
a good deal of contract corn in store here 
not come up to grade. There is probably no 
occasion for alarm, however, as more or less 
corn gets out of condition every summer and 
the corn in question will be taken care of and 
the holders protected. 

** Exporters,”’ says Mr. Baxter, ‘‘ come out 
here and talk bearish on the crop, but.I can- 
not make ‘up my mind they come here to view 
the scenery. There may not be any move- 
ment of grain at this,time in which this ex- 
port gentry Is Interested, but when such 
movement begins I think it will be found 
that wheat is going to shippers and millers 
and not to elevators.” 


There are two unfailing and gratifying evi- 
dences of the general prosperity on the board 
of trade. One is the recent advance in the 
price of memberships, and the other, not less 
important in certain directions, the fact that 
Billy Fyffe has worn a mew scarfpin every 
day for the last two weeks. | 


As illustrating the power of the press, a 
disgusted corn bear says: ‘‘ THE TRIBUNE 
started a ‘free ice’ fund and I contributed 
to it; we got a hail storm the next day. I 
‘suppose we will get a frost next.”’

BRA OF DIVIDEND RUMORS 


STORIES OF PROSPECTIVE CUTS 
eMAY BE EXPECTED. | 


American Car and Foundry Officials 
Feel Called Upon to Deny the Pros- 
pect of a Reduced Rate on the Com- 
mon Stock—Check in Trade and On- 
coming Campaign Year Will Fur- 
mish Basis for Bear Predictions— 
Gould-Pennsylvania Matter. 


American Car and Foundry directors felt 
called upon yesterday to deny rumors to the 
effect that the dividend on the common stock 
of that company would be reduced. The 
company’s output is largely dependent on 
the demands of the railroads, and as the lat- 
ter are beginning to curtail their orders for 
cars and locomotives, the idea of the dividend 
reduction was readily accepted as possible 
by timid speculators. 

It is altogether probable that for some time 
to come those who have investments or spec- 
ulative commitments in the New York stock 
market will be troubled with reports of prob- 
able reductions in dividends. So far as can 
be seen trade conditions will within the next 
year give plausibility to such stories, and 
they will be used for their effect on specula- 
tion, 

The United States Steel corporation, a 

.concern whose business furnishes the key- 
note to the industrial condition of the coun- 
try, is already suffering from a suggestion 
of restricted trade. Its common’ stock, pay- 
ing 4 per cent, is selling at $25 per share, be- 
ing on a basis of 16 per centincome. Market 
observers will not be easily convinced that 
such prices do not foreshadow a curtailment 
of existing dividends. It always has been 
the case, and for that reason it is presumed 
United States Steel will not be given the 
benefit of the doubt. 

Tt has also been the history of presiden- 
tial campaign years that business activity is 
checked. The uncertainty as to the outcome, 
however, small as such uncertainty may be, 
operates to deter the merchant and the manu- 
facturer from carrying a greater volume of 
stocks of merchandise or raw material than 
is necessary. This attitude willin turn have 
some effect on railroad earnings, and these 
facts, it may be expected, will be assiduously 
and pgrsistently pointed out by the bears 
in the stock market as evidence of decreasing 
earning power on the part of railroads and 
industrial concerns. 


Chicago in the Market. 


The business of Chicago houses tn the 
New York market yesterday was irregular, 
but none reported good investment buying. 
Sentiment at the close was also at variance. 

A. O. Slaughter Jr. & Co. were publicly 
advising yesterday the purchase of bonds. 
The firm's opinion of railroad bond values 
has long been considered of a high character. 
Presumably the advice is based on the/in- 
terest returns, the continued heavy earn- 
ings of the roads, and the marked declines 
which leading issues have already suffered 
in price. 

One of the local houses had the following 
Closing letter from Keech, Loew & Co. of 
New York: 

“The duliness of the market on the ad- 
vance was construed favorably, for during 
the last few months, whenever the market 
rose, it was but the signal for renewed bear 
pressure. Today such was not the case, and 
specialists In the different issues reported 
that their books were comparatively bare 
of selling orders for the first time in some 
months. 

“From noon until 2 o'clock there was but 
little life to the trading; then the heavy 
selling of United States Steel common start- 
ed the market downward. The movement 
lasted until just before the close and took 
one-half of the early gains from most of the 
list. The close was fairly firm. We look 
poe _ further improvement tomorrow morn- 
ng. 

Gould-Pennsylvania Negotiations. 


It is claimed by the Wall Street Journal 
that it has absolute knowledge of the fact 
that negotiations are pending between great 
financial interests for the settlement of the 
differences between the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and George J. Gould. It predicts a 
complete and satisfactory settlement. It 
refers to the fact that the Rockefeller and 
Morgan interests in New York Central are 
united in the policy of maintaining that com- 
pany as a part of the independent Vanderbilt 
system. That means Mr. Gould will not be 
permitted to get control of the New York 
Central. The Journal continues: 

“The outlook now is that Mr. Gould will 
secure his entrance in New York over the 
Lehigh Valley. Of the 800,000 outstanding 
shares of this company less than 200,000 are 
held by the Pennsylvania, the Reading, and 
the Lake Shore. The bulk of the remainder 
is in the hands of estates and institutions, 
most of which have held the stock for many 
years. It is probable that if Mr. Gould 
undertook to secure the Lehigh Valley by 
purchasing its stock he would be met by 
such a valuation placed upon the property 
as to make control too expensive, but there 
are other ways of uniting the line to the 
Gould system, and the most feasible way 
that appears at present is that of lease. 

‘Of course, any settlement of the differ~ 
ences between Mr. Gould and the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad that should involve the en- 
trance of the Gould system into New York 
would be based only upon absolute assur- 
ances that the Gould system would maintain 
the peace of the railroad world. .A settle- 
ment therefore carries with it the guarantee 
that there shall be no war of rates. Mr. 
Gould will be welcomed as ‘a member of the 
family,’ and there is no likelihood that he 
will conduct his great system stretching 
across the continent in any other way than 
as an orderly member of the railroad fam- 
ily. If there were any question as to this it 
is not probable that there would be any 
settlement, for it would be much better to 
fight Mr. Gould before he reached New York 
than after he had entered it.”’ 


Dividends Declared.

Pennsylvania Syndicate Profits. 

The profits of the Pennsylvania railroad 
underwriting syndicate are estimated at ap- 
proximately $2,250,000, which was the 
amount paid for the syndicate’s services. 
The syndicate took 32,461 shares of those 
who failed to avail themselves of the right 
to subscribe, and it is presumed these shares 
were marketed at a profit above the sub- 
scription price of 120. 


Competition for U. 8. Steel. 


The Lackawanna Iron and Steel company 
proposes to have a capacity of 50,000 tons per 
month of steel rails in 1904. The company is 
now booking orders for next year, and ex- 
pects to make deliveries for a moderate ton- 
nage between Oct. 1 and Dec. 31 of this year. 
It is probable 100,000 tons of rails will be 
turned out in 1903. 

George L. Reis, who formerly was con- 
nected with one of the constituent companies 
now én the United States Steel corporation, is 
vice president of the Lackawanna Iron and 
Steel company, and has been given entire su- 
pervision of the plants. Apparently the com- 
pany proposes to be a considerable compet- 
itor of the United States Steel corporation. 


Grumbling Over Steel Publicity. 

Some of the stockholders of the United 
States Steel corporation are inclined to grum- 
ble because of the decline in the stocks, due, 
it is claimed, in part to the criticisms of the 
newspapers made possible by the policy of 
publicity which the company has adopted. 
A large Philadelphia‘“holder of United States 
Steel stock is quoted as saying: 

“Tt is inexplicable that the press of the 
country should hound as they do the United 
States Steel corporation. Here is a concern 
that does a business of $500,000,000 a year, 
and yet a falling off in earnings of % of 1 per 
cent, which in any other company would 
pass comparatively unheeded, is made the 
subject of general comment. 

“The United States Steel corporation has 
consistently injured itself by its fatuous 
practice of exposing to the public the details 
of its financial affairs. When such policy 
was proposed in response to the general de- 
mand at the time for publicity I was inclined 
to think it wise. Experience has shown that 
both I and the management was wrong. 
What company could take the public more 
thoroughly into its confidence than the Unit- 
ei States Steel corporation has done, and 
yet what securities have ever been so per- 
sistently harnmered as those of the steel cor- 
poration?”’ 

General Financial News. 

Thomas Benton Miller of Howard county, 
Md., has filed a bill in the United States 
Circuit court against the Arizona Eastern 
and Montana Smelting Ore Purchasing and 
Development company of West Virginia, 
asking the appointment of a receiver and 
dissolution of the company. The company is 
required to answer on or before July 27. 

The New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, which usually issues $3,500,- 
000 stock annually, has not done so this year. 
An official of the company says: “ Financial 
conditions at the moment are not propitious 
for an offering of New England Telephone 
and Télegraph stock. With an improvement 
in the financial situation we shall probably 
later issue new stock to the amount of 
$3,500,000.”" 

American Shipbuilding. 

Officials of the American Shipbuilding com- 
pany are quoted as saying that the policy of 
shutting up the plants unless the unrest of 
labor cegses will be continued. Employés 
at the Bay City yards, who have been ona 
strike for several days, have been notified 
that unless they return to work by Monday 
the plant will be closed until next year. The 
two large freight boats under construction 
there cannot well be finished early enough 
for this season, and they can as well be held 
over until next year. 


Money Movements Favor Banks. 


Since last Friday the New York subtreas- 
ury has lost $1,382,000 to the banks. In- 
asmuch as New York exchange has been at 
a premium, the known movements of money 
thus far this week are favorable to an im- 
proved bank statement. 


In the Local Market. 


There was some selling yesterday in Metro- 
politan “L,"’ 4 per cent bonds and the pre- 
ferred stock. The bonds declined from 97% 
to 96, and the preferred stock from 64 to 
62%. Some of the selling of the preferred 
was for a tired holder and had no signifi- 
cance beyond this fact. A large lot of the 
bonds was offered at private sale for the 
same reason. The issues have not been 
active, and as New York securities decline 
tte stocks and bonds get hit here and 
there. 

National Biscult common was again offered 
freely. There has been a revival of the 
stories about the company taking over the 
plants of the United States Biscuit com- 
pany, the corporation organized by J. L. 
Loose. For months the two concerns have 
been operating in harmony in the southwest. 
There is no reason to believe there is any 
change in the situation. 

American Can shares were moderately 
active and new low prices were made, based 
on conditions in New York. Trade reports 
indicate favorable conditions in the tomato 
crop in the south. This by so much will 
help the demand for the company’s output 
of cans. 

United Boxboard shares made a new low 
record yesterday, common going to 1%, and 
the preferred to 16%. It is reported that 
net earnings of the company for June were 
$79,554. A good demand for the company’s 
product continues.

THLLS OF SON'S MORDER. 


MRS. PASZKOWSKI SAYS 
HEARD ,THE SHOT. 


Circumstances Attending the Hansen 
Park Tragedy Are Related in Judge 


Kersten’s Court and Today Young 
Jalius Wiltrax Probably Will Be 
Called te Accuse His Mother and 
Stepfather—Defendants Show Keen 


Interest in the Testimony. 


“T heard the shot that killed my boy, but 
I did not suspect that he thhad come to harm.”’ 
Speaking with difficulty, because of emotion, 
and in a language that was strange to the 
court and most] of the spectators, Mrs. Ste- 
phen Paszkow took the stand in Judge 
Kersten’s court yesterday and told what she 
knew of the murder of her son Paul, the 6 
year old child who was shot to death last 
April and then buried in a shallow grave ina 
Hansen Park prairie. 

Mrs. Paszkowski gave her testimomy in Pol- 
ish, and every word was listened to with keen 
interest by Mr. and Mrs. John Wiltrax, who 
are accused of murdering the boy in a rear 
room of their Hansen Park saloon. 

“I sent little Paul out to play,’’ continued 
Mrs. Paszkowski, “and when I heard the 
shot in the rear of Wiltrax’s saloon, over 
which I live, {ft did not occur to me that harm 
had befallen him. I ran downstairs and into 
the saloon, however, and there found Wil- 
trax, who was wildly excited. He was tak- 
ing a big drink of whisky, and insisted that 
I drink some of the liquor with him. 

“When I discovered that Paul was miss- 
ing the Wiltraxes were among the first to 
express their sympathy. They even aided 
me im conducting the search. But when the 
boy’s body was found with a bullet hole in his 
heard I realized what that pistol shot 
,meant,”’ 

While Mrs. Paszkowski's testimony is re- 
garded by the prosecuting attorneys as be- 


ing damaging to the accused man 
and woman, the witness on whom 
the state most relies is Julius Wil- 


trax, the 11 year old son of Mrs. Wilktrax 
and the stepson of the man. Shortly after 


fessed to the police that he was present when 
his stepfather shot the Paszkowski boy. His 
stepfather and his mother, he said, disposed 
of the body temporarily by putting it in the 
basement of the saloon. 

The Wiltrax boy has been kept in a juvenile 
home since the arrest of his parents, and has 
had no opportunity to communicate with 
them. He probably will be called to the wit- 
ness stand today. 

From the opening statement of Assistant 
State’s Attorney Newcomer yesterday the 
inference is drawn that the state will not 
try to prove that the murder was premedi- 
tated, but that Wiltrax shot the boy while in 
a blind rage. It is known that the Paszkow- 
ski boy had the reputaion in the neighbor- 
hood of being a tattler, and several times he 
got the Wiltrax boy into trouble by telling 
of his misdoings. It also was intimated that 
the state might try to prove that the boy was 
killed by a chance bullet when Wiltrax was 
shooting at his wife. 

It is thought that the defense will attempt 
to prove that the Wiltrax boy shot young 
Paszkowski, and that his parents did no 
more than dispose of the body and attempt 
to hide the crime. 


SQUALL LIVENS DEBATES 
OF DAIRY AND FOOD MEN. 


Camden, N. J., Manufacturer Says Of- 
ficials Are Too Zealous in Trying to 
Influence Legislation. 


St. Paul, Minn., July 22.—A squall ruffled 
the latter part of this afternoon's session of 
the National Dairy and Food convention 
when L. M. Frailey of Camden, N. J., Intt- 
mated directly that dairy and food authori- 
ties should not take as active a part in legis- 
lative matters as they do. He even intimated 
that they*eshould have less to say than any 
other interest. It was enough if they en- 
forced the laws, without going out of their 
way to frame laws on their own responsi- 
bility. 

Several speakers took exception to the 
statement, and R. J. Mauck of Columbus pro- 
duced a circular letter addressed to dealers 
and signed by Mr. Frailey, in which the 
dealers were told not to fear the dairy and 


deal about law, as they were generally over- 
stepping their authority, and half the time 
had no authority of law for their action. It 
urged, in an insinuating manner, a defiance 
by dealers of the fooé commissioners’ regu- 
lations. 

After some discussion the subject was 
dropped, but with indications that a renewal 
of hostilities,would come later. 

L. M. Fralley, in discussing the food pro- 
fession, said the preservatives in food was 
the one great point on which the dairy com- 
missioners and the manufacturers differed. 
The manufacturers claim that it is imposs!i- 
ble to put up jams and preserves without the 
use of some preservative. They try to get 
the least objectionable, and are willing to ac- 
cept any less objectionable than they are 
now using if the department will find any 
such. If it shall be definitely proved that 
preservatives are harmful, then they will try 
to find a substitute. If no substitute can be 
found they must stop the manufacture of 
such foods as are now put up with the aid of 
preservatives. | 

As to the use of coloring matter, he said it 
was not used to deceive but for the pupose of 
making pleasing to the eye what otherwise 
would not be pleasing. 

He declared that manufacturers were will- 
ing to meet any reasonable demand in the 
way of labeling goods, but dic not intend to 
state on their labels the quantities of differ- 
ent elements used, as this would be giving 
away business secrets to competitors. The 
manufacturers, he said, were the original 
agitators for a national pure food law, and 
would fight for any reasonable pure food bill. 


GOOD WORD FOR FILIPINOS. 


Lieut. Col. Gardener Declares That the 
Natives Are Better than They 
Have Been Painted. 


“The Filipinos are not understood here; 
they are better than they have been painted,” 
said Lieut. Col. Cornelius Gardener, former 
governor of the province of Tayabas, Island 
of Luzon, when seen at the Auditorium yes- 
terday. Col. Gardener, who is now com- 
manding the Twenty-first Infantry at Fort 
Snelling, Minn., is on a two months’ leave of 
absence, 

‘There seems to be the impression,”’ con- 
tinued Col. Gardener, “that the Filipinos 
are savages, or, at best semi-barbarians. 
That is not true. I know them well, having 
been with them three years. The Filipinos . 
compare favorably with the better class of 
Mexicans, Cubans, or inhabitants of other 
countries in Ceutralor South America. They 
are bright, religious, and eager to learn. 

“It is wonderful what progress they have 
made during the last two or three years 
under American régime. The development 
of civil government continues to progress 
favorably in all the islands and the Filipinos 
have absolute trust in Judge Taft. 

“The Filipinos have confidence in the 
American government and no more trouble: 
is to be feared from the native population, 
excepting the Ladrones, who are outlaws, 
mostly refugees from justice and malcon- 
tents, who make a living by brigandage. 
They always existed under Spanish rule and 
shall probably continue to cause trouble to 
our government for some time to come. 

“So peaceful is the population that Gen. 
Davis has recently recommended the with- 
drawal of six more regiments from the Phii- 
ippines. The natives are rapidly learning 
English and in a few years English will sup- 
Plant Spanish among them.’’

‘UNION TRACTION 


SHOWS ITS HAND 


Demands That City Acknowl- 
edge Its Rights Under 99 
Year Act Have Value. 


PLEDGES MAY BE NULLED 


Municipal Voters’ League, It Is 
Expected, Will Give Alder-— 
men More Freedom. 


A condition precedent to entering into ne- 
gotiations with the city for a renewal of 
franchise ordinances was given out at Union 
Traction headquarters yesterday. It was 
that before anything else is done the city 
must acknowledge there is a value to the 
rights claimed by the company under the 
“99 year act.” What the value is can be de- 
termined later. 

On this line it is expected that before the 
time the negotiations can begin the Munici- 


pal Voters’ league will alter its position as 


to the manner in which this act is to be 
treated. so that the aldermen, who are under 
pledge to the league to demand a waiver 
of the rights thus claimed before doing any- 
thing else, will be foot free in the matter. 

“The city might be willing to acknowledge 
there was some value in the act if the fig- 
ures were not put too high,’’ was the com- 
ment of Mayor Harrison. 


Position of the Company. 

“It would be useless for the company to 
enter into negotiations with the city for ex- 
tension ordinances unless it was acknow!- 
edged at the start that its rights under the 
ninety-nine year act have value,” said a 
man well qualified to speak for the managers 
of the corporation yesterday. “It would 
simply result in a deadlock, as did the for- 
mer attempt at a settlement, and would be a 


- Joss of time and effort. It is not necessary 


to say what the value is—simply that the 
value exists, if it is only a dollar. The value 
can be determined afterwards, preferably 
by some system of arbitration, as was sug- 
gested by Judge Grosscup. Neither the city 
nor the company can say whatitisnow. The 
company, at least, would not pretend to put 
a figure on it.”’ e 

The changed attitude of the Municipal 
Voters’ league is looked for as the result of 
action on the part of the league itself fol- 
lowing the letters of Judge Grosscup on the 
ninety-nine year act. In his last letter the 
judge held the act valid and, while not decid- 
ing absolutely its scope, intimated pretty 
clearly that he would consider any attempt 


to disregard it as an attempt to confiscate 


property. The members of the league, as 
good citizens, it is argued by the traction 
people, cannot afford to take the position of 
trying to confiscate property, and so are 
expected, in the light of present information, 
to relieve the aldermen of their pledges in 
the matter. ; 


Conditions Not the Same. 
“Those pledges,’’ said the representative 
of the Union Traction company, ** were asked 
and given at a time when there was a general 
impression in Chicago that the ninety-nine 
year act amounted to nothing. Under that 


‘hypothesis the aldermen agreed to consider 


no franchise ordinances which did not include 
an unconditional waiver of the righte claimed 
under the act. 

** Now, however, the situation is changed. 
It has been held by a judge of the Circuit 
Court of the United States that there is value 
to the act, and it was suggested by him that 
this value should be taken into consideration 


‘ by the city in any negotiations between it 


and the company. So, if the members of the 
league do not want to take the position of at- 
tempting arbitrarily to confiscate property— 
and no one thinks for a moment they do— 
it would seem natural they would relieve the 
aldermen of the obligations of the pledges so 
made. 

* The condition the company will demand is 
that the value of its ninety-nine year act 
claims be acknowledged. If that is dcne it 
should be easy enough to determine what 
that value ts.”’ 

Edgar B. Tolman, Edwin Burritt Smith, 
and John C. Mathis, on the part of the city, 
and W. W. Gurley, Joseph S. Auerbach, and 
John 8. Miller for the Union Traction com- 
pany yesterday signed of record in the fed- 
eral court the stipulations authorized by 
the council resolutions of Monday night ex- 
tending the privileges of the company in the 
streets until Nov. 30. They provided for a 
postponement of the hearing of the injunction 
suit brought by the company against the city 
until on or after that date. 


Suits Are Expected. 
It was established during the day that 
shoulc the plan of reorganization of the 
Union Traction company, which has been 


outlined, be approved by the majority of the. 


stockholders of the underlying companies, 
suits will be brought by the minority stock- 
holders,-represented by Levy Mayer, to over- 
throw the deal. These suits probably will 
take the form of an attempt to revoke the 
leases of the property of the underlying com- 
panies to the Union Traction compan the 
property to be returned to the North ‘and 
West Side street railway companies. Mr. 
Mayer returned from the east yesterday, but 
said it was not yet time to talk about the 
‘Matter. In La Salle street it was said posi- 
tively that such suits would be brought. 
“Of course such suits will be brought,”’ 
was the comment of a financier interested in 
preparing the proposed reorganization plans. 
There never was anything of this sort done 


of any magnitude but that some objecting. 


stockholders tried to prevent it. Asa rule, 


, however, it simply results in delay. 


“In this case, if a majority of the stock- 
holders agree to the plan, the objectors would 
have to show fraud or unfairness in order to 
overthrow the arrangement. No fraud can 
be charged here, and if the plan is unfair it is 
not likely a majority of the stockholders will 
consent. If they do not, then the deal is 
off, as a matter of course. If they do con- 
sent, the program undoubtedly will go 
through.” 


Ordinance Must Wait. 


The ordinance of the Chicago City railway 
will not be taken up for consideration until! 
the councii gets together again Sept. 28. The 
lawyers may do some work on it in the mean- 
time, but it will only concern details. 

The story of the contemplated consolida- 
tion of the Chicago City and Union Traction 
companies was revived yesterday. lt was 
based, however, on what may happcn in the 
future and had no present authority,

VEHICLE INSPECTORS ACCUSED OF 
INEFFICIENCY ON TRIAL. 


Give as Their Defense Construction of 
Measure, Claiming Wagons Kept for 
Use in Emergencies Only Are Not 
Subject to Tax — Licenses Paid on 
More than 9,000 Vehicles—Dispute 
Over Handbill Ordinance — Street

Charged with inefficiency, six vehicle in- 
spectors appeared before the police trial 
board yesterday and gave as their defense 
the construction of the law, the chief point 
at issue being whether vehicles kept for 
use in emergencies only should be subject 
to the tax.
